One of our Missionaries writes: “As 
soon as the Day of Atonement was 
over I received a telephone call from 
Mr. K. who jokingly inquired of me, 
“Guess where I was today?” and added, 
“In the synagogue.” 


Every year this man goes through the 
same emotional upset. He does not 
believe in the ritual, nor in the efficacy 
of the Day of Atonement. He is a 
great admirer of our Saviour and 
frequently studies the New Testament. 
Yet when the Day of Atonement comes 
he feels he must join his brethren in 
the synagogue, and then he comes home 
with a spiritual “Katzenjammer.”* 


When I asked him, “Why do you go to 
the Synagogue?,” his answer was, “We 
Jews are slaves to our tradition, even 
though it does not satisfy our spiritual 
needs. We live in a religious past and 
are afraid to give up our traditions 
because we have nothing to take their 
place.” 


On the other hand, Jewish people who 
regained their living faith in God 
through the Lord Jesus Christ, Israel’s 
Messiah, cannot get enough of the ful- 
ness and satisfaction which they have 
found in Him. Mrs. A., a Jewish lady, 
said recently to me: “Since we have 
accepted the Lord Jesus, life has be- 
come so different. We are only sorry 
for the lost years. I cannot understand 
how we managed to live without Him.”

Shivering 
Worshippers 


Preachers generally have a hard 
time filling our comfortable 
churches in this country. I am 
wondering how many would attend 
services if they had to meet in a 
tent in the midst of winter with 
20 inches of snow outside and no 
heat in the tent. That is exactly 
the tragic situation of the Evan- 
gelical believers of the town of 
Volos in Greece, where 80% of 
the buildings were destroyed by 
earthquake, among them the houses 
of the Protestant believers and 
also their church. This happened 
over three years ago and they are 
still worshipping in tents and living 
in pitiable conditions. It is wonder- 
ful that in spite of these circum- 
stances the people are so hungry 
for the Gospel that they still come. 
From Rev. Basil Sakellis, the 
Gospel worker in that area, comes 
the following word: “For almost 
three years now the earth has been 
almost constantly shaking under 
our feet. Our nerves are at the 
point of a breakdown. We have 
experienced hundreds of minor 
earthquakes and we live in a state 
of alarm all the time.” The most 
amazing thing is that the poor 
believers in Greece gave $4,000 
out of their indescribable poverty 
for the purpose of rebuilding their 
church, giving priority to the house 
of God even while they were 
homeless themselves.

The Liberal Revolution 
vs. the Roman Catholic 
Revolution 


Tasar TRUE DEMOCRACY is wholly in- 
compatible with the aims and ideals of the Roman 
Catholic Church is amply documented in the litera- 
ture of history. Where democracy shows signs of 
strength, the Roman Church has sufficient distrust 
of its constituents to deny them even the basic 
liberties of conscience allowed by law, but where 
the Roman Church has its hold on the government 
of a nation there is no hope for democratic action 
or spiritual or social betterment. 

Latin America offers a sombre example 
of the devious machinations of the Roman hier- 
archy and of the crimes that have been committed 
under her patronage, of the tyrannical dictators she 
has elevated to power and even of the treason she 
has perpetrated against nations. She is at ease as 
long as she can play politics and place in govern- 
ment seats puppet dictators who obey her wishes. 
But she is quick and powerful to destroy these 
same puppets the minute they become a threat to 
her absolute control. 

As the nations of Latin America have 
struggled toward democracy from the blight of 
moral darkness and feudal slavery to the Roman 
system, their lands have been repeatedly torn by 
warfare and bloody revolutions, in which the Ro- 
man Church has played a leading part. In Cuba, 
in Argentina, in Guatemala, to name a few, her 
role has been the same. She puts governments in 
power and then dethrones them when they no 
longer serve her purpose. She foments revolu- 
tions for her own ends. No matter what turn 
events may take, she is always on the winning side, 
for she is ready to compromise with anyone and 
to sacrifice every principle. 

It was the Roman Catholic hierarchy that 
brought Maximilian from Austria to Mexico to 
seat him on a throne that never existed. It was the 
archbishop of Puebla who welcomed General Scott 
when he invaded Mexico and who offered to cele- 
brate solemn mass in his honor. The general re- 
fused, scorning the archbishop for his treasonous 
action. In later years it was the Roman Church 
that inspired the assassination of Mexico’s presi- 
dent, Alvaro Obregon. It was under the instigation 
of the Roman prelate that an assassin shot at 
President Ortiz Rubio. And even a president such 
as Avila Camacho, who professed to be a Roman 
Catholic, did not escape the treachery of his own 
church. A fanatical Roman Catholic attempted his 
assassination when the president gave notice that 
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he would not be a tool in the hands of the hierarchy 
in his own church. 


REVOLUTION IN VENEZUELA 


The most recent revolution in Venezuela 
is another proof of these maneuverings. As long 
as Perez Jimenez favored the church, his position 
was safe and his dictatorship was blessed, but the 
moment he ceased to be a tool and became an 
obstacle to Rome’s plans and demands the hierarchy 
had to dispense with him. It is not that Rome 
abhors a dictatorship, but that she wants a dictator 
who will rule according to her bidding. 

Jimenez’ effrontery in jailing five Roman 
priests suspected of agitating against the govern- 
ment was dealt with summarily by the hierarchy. 
“From steeple after steeple, bells clanged out the 
Roman Catholic Church’s defiance of the dictator 
and the signal for the strike to start. Auto horns, 
usually muted under threat of a hundred dollar 
fine, hooted in derisive chorus across the city.” 
(Time, Feb. 3, 1958) 

The revolution was on, under the auspices of 
the Roman Church. The archbishop was involved. 
The papal nuncio, a foreigner in the country, took 
active part in the plot, giving sanctuary to Dr. 
Rafael Caldera, head of the Roman Catholic politi- 
cal front, the Copei party. 

The revolt itself was short-lived but the 
blood-letting lingered on while the passions of the 
mobs slowly subsided in a day and night of looting 
and burning. 

Reviewing the political situation in Latin 
America and the involvement of the Roman hier- 
archy, Edward Tomlinson in an article appearing 
in the Roman Catholic Tablet (Feb. 22, 1958) 
writes: 

“People in Latin America are beginning to 
say, ‘When the church bells toll, it is time for the 
dictator to look for the nearest exit.’ 

“There is no denying that in the last few 
years some of the most notorious strong men south 
of the border have had to walk the plank into 
political limbo as a result of attempting to engage 
the [Roman] Church in mortal combat... 

“It is of more than usual significance that 
most of them were able to weather ordinary politi- 
cal and military plots for years, but that not one 
has been able to survive when he tangled with 
the people’s religious institutions.” 


It is significant indeed when the Roman 
Church itself acknowledges that any dictatorship 
may survive as long as it does not “tangle” with the 
Roman hierarchy. 


BENEVOLENT PROTESTANTISM 


In contrast with this type of revolution fo- 
mented by an ambitious hierarchy there is another 
type of revolution that has brought a great nation 
out of nothing. The Roman Church may call it a 
liberal revolution, but a historian verifies that it 
was a spiritual, rather than political or economic, 
movement that produced the United States of 
America. 

In the strict concept of the word, Protestant- 
ism in itself is a continuous revolution, and it is 
Protestantism that has brought social and economic 
progress along with true spiritual enlightenment 
to the people who have adopted it as their religion. 

No historian will deny the superiority of 
Protestant over Roman Catholic countries. A can- 
did admission of this fact appears in the Catholic 
Mind (January-February, 1958) : 

“When the historian contemplates the course 
of human destiny since the classical ages, follow- 
ing the disorders of the end of the Middle Ages and 
those revolutionary upheavals which were the 
Renaissance and the Reformation, he sees two revo- 
lutions at work—or rather two chains of related 
revolutions, two revolutionary constellations. 

“The first begins with the bourgeois and 
Puritan revolution in England, and attains its 
climax with the French Revolution, and ends with 
the apparent triumph of the Anglo-Saxon type of 
democracy after World War I, which seemed to 
have swept away the last tottering monarchies. ... 
This first revolutionary wave reached England, 
the United States (whose war for independence 
was revolutionary), and France in turn—and after 
her, all of Europe, Latin America with Bolivar 
and San Martin, the China of Sun Yat-Sen, and 
the Turkey of Mustapha Kemal. 

“These revolutions were essentially liberal. 
They expressed themselves on the political level 
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through parliamentary democracy and on the eco- 
nomic level through industrial capitalism. On the 
social plane we see the arrival of the middle class 
to a position of domination, the summit of its his- 
torical career; from a cultural perspective, we 
see the emphasis on freedom of thought and ex- 
pression. Morally, the accent is on individualism; 
from an international point of view we see a 
curious mixture of doctrinal internationalism and 
nationalism; in religion, there is a development of 
anti-clericalism, virulent or moderate depending on 
the individual country. [And, we might add, on the 
degree of subjugation to the Roman Church prior 
to the revolution. ] 

“These liberal revolutions resulted in an eco- 
nomic enrichment and an increase of population of 
which we are the heirs. In spite of doctrinal errors 
and practical abuses, they certainly contributed 
to authentic human progress, especially in the 
emphasis on the sense of personal freedom, the 
guarantee of the individual man against the illegal 
or the arbitrary, the desire for a democratic 
participation of the citizen in the elaboration of 
collective destinies. They survive today per- 
haps more in their ideology than their struc- 
tures, in western Europe and the United States.” 

Is it presumptive foreknowledge of the 
destiny of American democracy that permits the 
writer of the above passage to state that our free- 
doms exist today as a mere ideology rather than a 
reality? 

Our question today in the light of these 
evidences is whether the American people are 
willing to hand their country over to the Roman 
Catholic Church, or whether they are going to 
revaluate their position and resolve to maintain 
this country as a free democracy; whether the Ro- 
man Church will be permitted to direct the destiny 
of this nation by placing one of her puppets in the 
White House, or whether the electorate will wake 
up to the necessity of electing an earnest, loyal, 
Protestant American to occupy the presidency of 
the nation. Every American must decide these 
issues for himself. 








hon ROMAN CATHO- 
LIC CHURCH in this country fre- 
quently emphasizes the need for 
social welfare as part of the 
church’s' mission. The liberal 
wing of Protestantism has for 
decades been preaching the social 
gospel from its pulpits. And even 
certain conservative elements 
within Protestantism have sensed 
the need of including society’s 
problems within the scope of 
legitimate church responsibilities. 
Care of the indigent and under- 
privileged, labor unions, racial 
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tensions, local and national poli- 
tics, and even foreign aid seem to 
fall within the category of the 
social gospel. 

In this effort to associate 
the gospel of Jesus Christ with 
the so-called social gospel there 
has arisen a great deal of confu- 
sion and even vagueness. Signifi- 
cantly, as the social gospel has 
been popularized, with its em- 
phasis on programs and crusades 
—‘‘works” and the kingdom of 
God on earth,—the gospel of 
Jesus Christ has been devitalized, 


with its emphasis on redemption 
and righteousness—“faith” and 
the kingdom of heaven. The two 
“gospels” seem almost to be anti- 
thetical. 

It should be noted that one 
does not have to be a Christian 
to show pity or compassion or 
concern for human suffering. One 
does not have to be a Christian 
to express generosity and good 
will to such institutions as the 
Red Cross and the Community 
Chest, or even to send aid abroad 
to foreign countries in need. 
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Furthermore, one does not have 
to be a Christian to belong to 
charitable or beneficent organiza- 
tions. 

There is much room also 
for small-scale contributions, of 
both time and money, as is fre- 
quently observed in local affairs 
and in the case of personal or 
community disasters such as fire 
or flood. There is a certain sociai 
consciousness that seems to be 
instinctive in the human race 
which faces the common problems 
of survival and the common des- 
tiny of the grave. The Good 
Samaritan was an exemplary 
character, signalized by Christ 
for his pity and benevolence. But 
he was not a Christian. 


NOT OF THIS WORLD 


Theologically—and this 
may come as a surprise to many 
—there is no such thing as the 
social gospel. But this will need 
to be clarified in the light of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. 


In the days of our Lord’s 
ministry here on earth there were 
those who followed Him for the 
loaves and fishes but who aban- 
doned Him when they discovered 
they could not receive any further 
material benefits from associating 
with Him, The Jews of His day 
were looking for a Messiah who 
would throw off the Roman yoke 
and restore to them a nation 
politically independent, economi- 
cally sound, and socially accepted. 

They failed completely to 
understand Christ’s' simple 
declaration . . . My kingdom is 
not of this world. Their desire 
for material betterment left them 
totally blind to the message of an 
eternal kingdom. To them Christ 
was an impostor; and they in 
turn were strangers to His 
spiritual kingdom. They were 
ready to sell their souls for na- 
tional security but would not even 
open their hearts for eternal 
security. 

Christ repeatedly con- 
demned this concept of life and 
repudiated it conclusively. While 
He enjoined people to perform 
good deeds, He differentiated be- 
tween those actions prompted by 
selfish, human considerations and 
those resulting from the ex- 
perience of regeneration. “When 
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thou doest thine alms,” He said, 
“do not sound a trumpet before 
thee, as the hypocrites do in the 
synagogues and in the streets, 
that they may have glory of men. 
Verily I say unto you, They have 
their reward. But when thou 
doest alms, let not thy left hand 
know what thy right hand 
doeth.” (Matt. 6:2, 3) 

Christ threw into proper 
perspective the motives of the 
man who would pull his ox out of 
the ditch on the Sabbath but 
would refuse to help a neighbor 
in distress, and the man who 
would tithe to the last farthing 
but refuse mercy to a debtor. ““Woe 
unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites!’ He said, “for ye pay 
tithe of mint and anise and cum- 
min, and have omitted the weight- 
ier matters of the law, judgment, 
mercy, and faith: these ought ye 
to have done, and not to leave 
the other undone.” (Matt. 23:23) 

Judgment, mercy, and 
faith—qualities revealed by the 
inner man—Jesus placed before 
tithe, alms, charity, and outward 
acts of benevolence. He clearly 
understood the difference in His 
ministry and in His preaching. 

The apostle Paul also ex- 
pressed very ably the true con- 
cept of Christian theology in these 
words taken from the Old Testa- 
ment: “The just shall live by 
faith.’ (Rom. 1:17) Does this 
mean that the true Christian cuts 
himself off from society, performs 
no acts of charity or benevolence, 
and lives unto himself? This is 
what some would like to believe. 
In fact, the Roman Catholic 
Church often accuses Protestants 
of embracing the doctrine of 
justification by faith while deny- 
ing the necessity of the fruits of 
that faith. 


THE FRUITS OF THE SPIRIT 


Such an_ interpretation 
scarcely bears out what Christ 
taught again and again, as when 
He condemned the barren fig tree. 
“Herein is my Father glorified,” 
He said, “that ye bear much fruit; 
so shall ye be my disciples.” 
(John 15:8) As a corollary, one 
cannot be a regenerated Christian 
without bringing forth fruit. “For 
the fruit of the Spirit is in all 
goodness and righteousness and 








truth.” (Eph. 5:9) 


This has nothing to do 
with the so-called social gospel. 
The good fruits (or works) of a 
regenerated, Spirit-filled Chris- 
tian are as natural as water com- 
ing from a spring, as essential 
as the air we breathe, as inevi- 
table as each new day. 


But those fruits do not 
come as the result of natural hu- 
man virtue. They are rather the 
work of the Holy Spirit. And 
nothing can match the work of 
God’s Spirit in the heart of man. 
The power that can lift a man 
from the lowest depths of society, 
from disillusionment, filth, evil, 
selfishness, cruelty, to the position 
of a radiant first-class citizen is 
not explainable in human terms. 
By the same token, those who are 
without Christ in their lives find 
it a hopeless task to overcome 
in their own strength the evil 
habits and propensities that drag 
them down. 

Devoid of the Spirit, many 
a man is a drag on society, a para- 
site, a poor risk, even a menace. 
But let such a man come to the 
experience of justification by 
faith through the influence of the 
Holy Spirit, and his whole life 
changes. He becomes a respect- 
able citizen, an asset to the com- 
munity, an inspiration to his fel- 
lows. He becomes a fruit-bearing 
tree. 

Is this then the work of the 
social gospel? By no means. The 
social gospel has no power to re- 
generate, to create a new life. 
Therefore the social gospel is not 
the answer to today’s needs. In- 
deed, it turns many aside from 
the true and only Way. 

The only logical conclusion 
is that the doctrine of justifica- 
tion by faith is in reality opposed 
to the social gospel. This the 
Scriptures amply demonstrate. 

It was the blessed doctrine 
of justification by faith that moved 
Luther to nail his theses to the 
door of the Wittenberg church, 
that moved the Reformers to 
preach Christ and His unadulter- 
ated gospel, that has upheld 
the Christian church through the 
centuries, that sustains us today, 
and that will open the doors of 
heaven and provide entrance into 
the eternal kingdom of God. 








Backward, March! 


Two years ago the CONVERTED CATHOLIC pointed up a trend that 
has become increasingly obvious as the months have passed—a trend 
toward recognizing the Vatican with its vast hierarchical network 
not only as a temporal power but as a sort of super-state endowed with 
extraordinary power, superior wisdom, and prophetic insight. This 
trend has resulted in an international about-face that is leading nations 
and rulers back to the medieval concept of Vatican supremacy. 


Live THE ANCIENT 
Greeks who consulted the Delphic 
oracle to learn the will of the 
gods, statesmen and political lead- 
ers all over the world are today 
seeking a special audience with 
the Pope for whatever informa- 
tion he cares to bestow or political 
influence he can lend. Short of 
this they are consorting with his 
emissaries and_ representatives 
and favoring his constituents, 
presumably to gain popularity at 
the polls. 

The procession from the capi- 
tals of the world toward Rome 
has increased markedly during 
the past year and continues with 
almost monotonous regularity as 
heads of state and their repre- 
sentatives converge on the Vati- 
can. The following news items 
dealing with the subject are by 
no means exhaustive. However, 
they do represent a cross-section 
of incidents involving political 
and secular leaders and the Pope 
of Rome. For convenience they 
are presented in chronological 
order by month as they appeared 
in news reports, beginning with 
January 1957. 
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JANUARY 


Under the heading ‘Nixon 
[and] Colleagues Seek Blessing,” 
the Philadelphia Inquirer (Jan. 
27) printed an account of the 
procession of Washington not- 
ables to the annual Red Mass, 
which the Roman Catholic Church 
conducts each year at the begin- 
ning of the new judicial term in 
order to ask God’s blessing on the 
(Catholic-oriented) administra- 
tion of justice. 

Among the hundreds of non- 
Catholics who were invited to at- 
tend were Vice President Nixon, 
House Speaker Sam _ Rayburn, 
and, as previously, Chief Justice 
Ear! Warren. In all, the mass was 
attended by 267 members of Con- 
gress, more than 100 diplomats 
including 22 ambassadors and 
two ministers, and 21 Federal 
judges. 

Early in the year the Knights 
of Columbus, in a national con- 
vention, voted unanimously to 
adopt as their primary effort for 
1957 the appointment of an am- 
bassador to the Vatican. That 
they did not succeed last year 
does not minimize the fact that 


pressure is continually being 
brought to bear on_ public 
administrators who are in a posi- 
tion to decide in such matters. 


FEBRUARY 


James D. Zellerbach, newly 
appointed U. S. Ambassador to 
Italy, paid his respects to Pope 
Pius XII upon his appointment 
and was granted a private au- 
dience at the Vatican. His wife 
accompanied him. (Los Angeles 
Times, Feb. 24) 


MARCH 


In another of his good will 
tours, Vice President Nixon and 
his wife had a half-hour audience 
with the Pope in his private 
study, at which time Mr. Nixon 
delivered a personal letter to the 
Pope from President Eisenhower. 
Referring to “his holiness,” Mr. 
Nixon later said they “discussed 
the international situation, and 

. reviewed at some length the 
situation in Africa, Asia, and 
Latin America.” (Chicago Daily 
Tribune, March 18) Like many 
another such conversation, it 
points up the religious leader’s 
interest in temporal matters and 
gives the lie to the oft-repeated 
claim that the Vatican does not 
meddle in political affairs. 

Although Mr. Nixon disclaim- 
ed any intention of discussing the 
question of sending an American 
ambassador to the Vatican, a 
“high Vatican source” said that 
“the question of establishing 
diplomatic relations between the 
two states is ripening.” (Los 
Angeles Herald and Evxpress, 
March 19) 

Later, on St. Patrick’s Day, 
Mr. Nixon made a speech at the 
North American Pontifical Col- 
lege, which trains American nov- 
ices for the priesthood. 

While in Rome, Mr. Nixon 
was asked if he anticipated the 
eventual resumption of relations 
between the United States and 
the Vatican. Sidestepping the 
question, he said, “I can only hope 
for the continuation of the same 
good personal relations existing 
between the United States of 
America and the Holy See.” 

While on his good will tour to 
the new state of Ghana, Mr. 
Nixon made a point of visiting 
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the ranking dignitary of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. 

On March 20, the Ethiopian 
Government’ established  diplo- 
matic relations with the Vatican. 
At the same time it was announc- 
ed that an American priest serv- 
ing as an Official of the Vatican 
Secretariat of State at Rome 
would represent the Vatican in 
Ethiopia. (The Standard, April 
26) 

Early in March, the month of 
vocations and the Feast of St. 
Joseph in the Roman calendar, 
President Eisenhower sent a 
special wire to the Junior Catholic 
Daughters on the occasion of their 
thirty-first anniversary. (North 
Carolina Catholic, March 8) One 
of the purposes of this organiza- 
tion is “to develop articulate 
Catholic leadership.” Heading the 
list of its activities are an “annual 
donation to the Holy Father for 
his charities’ and an “annual 
spiritual bouquet for the Holy 
Father.” (1957 National Catholic 
Almanac) 

The March issue of the Sign, 
Roman Catholic Passionist maga- 
zine, featured an article on the 
Army Chief of Chaplains, Patrick 
Ryan. Appointed to that post on 
May 1, 1954, by President Eisen- 
hower, Chaplain Ryan was 
characterized as “spiritual com- 
mander-in-chief” of 1,500,000 
soldiers and, “more directly, boss, 
friend, and sparkplug of the

Nixon; and Japanese Ambassador Senjin Tsuruoka, his wife and their three children 


Army’s 1,200 chaplains, Catholic, 
Protestant, and Jewish. He is also 
adviser to General Maxwell Tay- 
lor, Army Chief of Staff, on all 
matters religious and moral.” Ry- 
an’s four-year term runs out on 
May 1 of this year. It will be in- 
teresting to see if he is re-ap- 
pointed. 


APRIL 


In a speech before the House 
of Representatives, Rep. Kenneth 
B. Keating of New York took an 
opportunity to pay tribute to the 
Roman Catholic publications in 
this country. 

“IT am delighted to have this 
opportunity to salute this signifi- 
cant branch of America’s fourth 
estate,” he said, “and to voice my 
confidence that the Catholic press 
of this nation will continue to 


dispense its high caliber of 
journalism.” (Catholic Week, 
April 12) 

On the Pope’s initiative a 


special conference was scheduled 
for U. N. Secretary-General Dag 
Hammarskjold on April 27. Ac- 
cording to a report in the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer (April 28), the 
meeting between the Pontiff and 
Mr. Hammarskjold “takes on 
special significance in view of the 
fact that it advances the moral 
power and influence of the Vati- 
can strikingly into the open inter- 
national arena on behalf of peace 
moves by the U. N.” The Secre- 





tary-General had already met 
with the Pope during a previous 
visit to Rome not long before. 
Kazuko Tsuruoka, Japanese 
Minister to the Holy See, his wife 
and children, paid their respects 
to the Pope, who granted them 
an audience at the Vatican. 
(Catholic Week, April 12) 


MAY 


Breaking a precedent that had 
existed since Charlemagne was 
crowned emperor of the West by 
Leo III in the year 800, Pres. 
Rene Coty of France paid a 
friendly visit to the Pope on May 
13. (America, May 25) 

In order to explain away this 
“betrayal” of anti-clerical France, 
Socialist Maurice Deisonne wrote 
that for Coty to ignore the Pope 
while in Rome would have been 
unthinkable. (Why he was in 
Rome was not mentioned in this 
New York Times dispatch.) He 
added that “it is not a believer 
who is going to kneel down before 
the supreme head of his religion, 
but a chief of state who is meet- 
ing another sovereign on an abso- 
lutely equal footing.” (Protestant 
Action, May) 


JUNE 


The June issue of the Priest 
quoted some facts about the Aga 
Kahn, who, “ardent Moslem 
though he is, owes his grasp of 
Western affairs largely to the Jes-

uits,” it is alleged. “In his 
‘Memoirs,’ he tells how the Jesuits 
found for him his Western tutors 
. . . All the children of the con- 
siderable household, both in Bom- 
bay and Poona, attended Jesuit 
schools ... 

“‘So far as I was concerned,’ 
wrote the Aga Khan, ‘the three 
teachers the Jesuits found for me 
were all excellent men...’ ” 


Early in June Senjin 
Tsuruoka, Japan’s Minister to the 
Holy See, addressed a note to the 
Pope on behalf of the Japanese 
government, thanking him for 
aiding in his country’s post-war 
recovery. Addressing the Pontiff 
as “the supreme custodian of 
moral strength,” he wrote: “The 
Japanese government and people 
respectfully appreciate the untir- 
ing efforts Your Holiness has 
made for many years for the 
peace and welfare of the whole 
world.” The Denver Register 
(June 9) in reporting the affair 
interprets the Japanese Minister’s 
note as crediting Japan’s rise 
from defeat largely to the efforts 
of the Vatican, thus totally ignor- 
ing the significant role played by 
the United States. 

At a banquet honoring Father 
Laurence J. McGinley, S. J., presi- 
dent of Fordham University, Sec- 
retary of Labor James P. Mitchell 
and Mayor Robert F. Wagner of 
New York were featured speak- 
ers. Governor Dennis J. Roberts 
of Rhode Island, an alumnus of 
the Jesuit institution, was toast- 
master for the occasion. (Regis- 
ter, June 9) 
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In a special message to Clare 
Boothe Luce, former Ambassa- 
dor to Italy, President Eisen- 
hower congratulated her on 
receiving Notre Dame Univer- 
sity’s famed Laetare Medal. He 
noted that her “devotion to the 
advancement of the nation and 
the free world are in Laetare 
tradition of citizenship, outstand- 
ing in faith and good works.” 
(Register, June 9) 

Theodore M. Hesburgh, 
C.S.C., president of the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame, and Frank 
M. Folsom, chairman of the 
executive committee of the board 
of directors of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, were appointed 
by the Vatican to serve on the 
International Atomic Energy Au- 
thority. Why the Pope should 
have his representatives in the 
IAEA was not disclosed. 
(America, June 15) 


JULY 


Following a trend toward 
naming Roman Catholics to high 
government positions, President 
Eisenhower recommended to the 
Senate the name of John J. Gil- 
hooley of Brooklyn, New York, 
to be an Assistant Secretary of 
Labor. Previously he had served 
for four years as top staff assist- 
ant to Secretary of Labor James 
P. Mitchell. As a young altar boy 
Mr. Gilhooley had sold the Brook- 
lyn Tablet, which reported his 
appointment. 

Despite Spain’s attitude to- 
ward Protestants and toward 


American servicemen stationed 
on her soil, it was reported that 
President Eisenhower had decid- 
ed to invite Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco to visit the United 
States. (Lima Citizen) 


AUGUST 


Mohammed Saed, former am- 
bassador to Italy and Russia, paid 
his respects to the Pope after be- 
ing appointed Ambassador to the 
Vatican. Iran is the only Moslem 
country whose envoy to the Vati- 
can has ambassadorial rank. 
(Register, Aug. 4) 

Early in August Governor and 
Mrs. Albert B. Chandler of 
Kentucky were received by the 
Pope at his summer residence in 
Castel Gandolfo, Italy. (New 
York Times, Aug. 5) 


In an audience granted to 
New York’s Police Commissioner 
Stephen P. Kennedy, the Pope 
gave evidence of a wide knowl- 
edge of New York City’s problems 
and praised the work done by its 
police force, to whom he imparted 
a special blessing. (New York 
Times, Aug. 10) 

The United States Govern- 
ment appointed Sister Virginia 
Kingsbury of the Daughters of 
Charity of St. Vincent de Paul 
as its consultant for schools of 
nursing in Guatemala and Ecua- 
dor. She was given a year’s leave 
of absence to work under the 
U. S. Operations Mission of the 
International Cooperation Admin- 
istration. (St. Louis Review, Aug. 
16) 

For some reason a recording 
of a radio program paying tribute 
to Cardinal Mindszenty of Hun- 
gary was presented to Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, who also accepted one 
for the President. The presenta- 
tion was made by the Rev. Alcuin 
F. Egan, S. A., executive pro- 
ducer of the weekly Ave Maria 
program, which is produced by 
the Franciscan Friars of the 
Atonement. In addition to its ap- 
pearance on over four hundred 
radio stations in the U.S., the pro- 
gram is beamed over the three 
hundred stations of the Armed 
Forces Radio. (Register, Aug. 
18) 

Nuns at a Protestant convent 
in Darmstadt, Germany, practice 
a special devotion to the Blessed 
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Virgin Mary. Mostly Lutherans, 
the nuns have adopted many other 
features of Roman Catholicism in 
the first Protestant experiment in 
monasticism in Germany. Each 
nun is required to place the name 
of Mary before her own adopted 
name in religion. The convent 
bears the name of Mary, the Sis- 
ters say, “out of love of Mary, 
Mother of God,” and because they 
“feel drawn in the path of com- 
plete dedication to the will of God, 
and would like to say with her 
the ‘yes’ of obedience.” (Register, 
Aug. 18) 

President Eisenhower took 
time out to send a special mes- 
sage of greeting to the Knights 
of Columbus on the occasion of 
their Diamond Jubilee. He said 
that the Knights, through their 
“splendid tradition of service to 
God and neighbor, add strength 
to the national community.” (The 
Tablet, Aug 24) 

Late in August the Hungar- 
ian government complained again 
of the continuing political asylum 
granted Joseph Cardinal Mind- 
szenty in the American Legation 
in Budapest. The cardinal was 
given refuge in the legation on 
Nov. 4, 1956, which act the official 
Hungarian news agency claimed 
was “an abuse of the immunity of 
diplomatic missions and obvious 
interference in Hungary’s inter- 
nalaffairs.” (INS, Aug.31) Under 
existing Hungarian and Ameri- 
can laws, the complaint was justi- 
fied. 


SEPTEMBER 


Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan of England broke tradition 
by being the first British Cabinet 
chief in modern times to attend 
a Roman Catholic service. The 
occasion was the Pontifical 
Requiem Mass conducted in West- 
minster Cathedral for the Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. Ronald A. Knox, who 
is known for his translation of 
the Bible, commissioned by the 
hierarchy in England. (Register, 
Sept. 8) 

Chief Justice John B. Fournet 
of Louisiana’s Supreme Court 
paid a visit, with his wife, to the 
Pope at his summer palace in 
ae Gandolfo. (Register, Sept. 

) 
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“Excellent speech becometh not a fool: 


Formula for Communism 


“When the State brings private 
ownership into harmony with the 
needs of the common good, it does 
not commit a hostile act against pri- 
vate owners but rather does them a 
friendly service; for it thereby ef- 
fectively prevents the private pos- 
session of goods, which the Author 
of nature, in His most wise provi- 
dence, ordained for the support of 
human life, from causing intolerable 
evils and rushing to its own destruc- 
tion...”

brought to the attention of the 
American people by the Reverend

Charles Chiniquy in his book 
Fifty Years in the Church of 
Rome. Rome has answered the 
charges in the old way, by fire. 
Again and again have her minions 
tried to destroy man, book, and 
plates by burning the place where 
the book was printed and stored. 
Over and over again they have 
tried to kill the great apostle, but 
he still survives, and the light he 
kindled is shedding its glad radi- 
ance upon the world.

testimony that would disprove the 
charge. 

Said Abraham Lincoln: 
“There is not the least doubt in 
my mind that every word this 
priest has said is a sworn lie; but 
the jury think differently. The 
only way to be sure of a verdict 
in your favor is for God Almighty 
to take our part and show your 
innocence. Go to Him and pray, 
for He alone can save you.” 

All that night he spent in 
prayer. At three o’clock in the 
morning he heard knocks at the 
door. On opening it, he saw Mr. 
Lincoln with a face beaming with 
joy. The story of the trial had 
been published in the Chicago 
papers. His condemnation was 
prophesied. 

Among those who brought the 
papers was a man named Terrien, 
who read the story to his wife. 
She was much affected, and de- 
clared that it was a plot against 
a true man, saying: “‘I was there 
when the priest, Le Belle, prom- 
ised his sister one hundred sixty 
acres of land if she would swear 
to a false oath and accuse Chini- 
quy of a crime which he had not 
even thought of, with her.” 

“If it be so,” said Terrien, “‘we 
must not allow Father Chiniquy 
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to be condemned. Come with me 
to Urbana.” 

Being ill, Mrs. Terrien de- 
clined, saying, “I cannot go, but 
Miss Philomene Moffat was with 
me then; she knows every par- 
ticular of the wicked plot as well 
as I do. She is well; take her to 
Urbana.” 


JESUITS NEVER FORGET 


This was done, and Father 
Chiniquy was saved. The joy of 
his deliverance was mixed with 
sorrow, because of what he feared 
his deliverance would cost his 
friend. Tears ran down his face. 

“Why weep? asked Lincoln.

Few Americans today know the significant facts behind Lincoln’s assassination, 


despite the perennial popularity among writers, publishers, and readers of the 
whole period of the Civil War. The details of the tragedy of April 14, 1865, 
have long since been suppressed by the Roman hierarchy, which was so fear-

Lincoln tried to divert his 
mind, then became more solemn 
and said: “I know the Jesuits 
never forget nor forsake. But 
man must not care how or when 
he dies, provided he dies at the 
post of honor or duty.” 

A few years passed. Abraham 
Lincoln became President of the 
United States. On his way to 
Washington, a Roman Catholic 
plot to assassinate him was frus- 
trated by his passing through 
Baltimore incognito, a few hours 
earlier than he was expected. 

In August, another plot was 
concocted, which, coming to the 
ears of Father Chiniquy, caused 
him to go to Washington. The 
story of his experience and the 
relation of what the President 
said to him is profoundly interest- 
ing. 

President Lincoln told him: 
“We have the proof that the com- 
pany which had been selected and 
organized to murder me was led 
by a rabid Roman Catholic named 
Byrne; it was almost entirely 
composed of Roman Catholics. 
More than that, there were two 
disguised priests among them to 
lead and encourage them. Pro- 
fessor Morse, the learned inven- 
tor of electric telegraphy, tells me 
that recently, when he was in 
Rome, he found the proofs of a 
most formidable _ conspiracy 
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against this country and all its 
institutions. It is evident that it 
is to the intrigues and emissaries 
of the Pope we owe, in great part, 
the horrible civil war which is 
threatening to cover the country 
with blood and ruin.” 


THE WARNING 


Mr. Lincoln had been aston- 
ished by the statement published 
in the Roman Catholic papers that 
he had been born into the Roman 
Catholic Church and had been 
baptized by a priest. They called 
him a renegade and an apostate 
on account of that, and heaped 
upon his head mountains of abuse. 


“At first,’ said Mr. Lincoln, 
“T laughed at that, for it is a lie. 
Thanks be to God, I have never 
been a Roman Catholic. No priest 
of Rome has ever had his hand 
upon my head. But the persisten- 
cy of the Romanish press to pre- 
sent this falsehood to their read- 
ers as a gospel truth must have 
a meaning. What is it?” 

“It was this story,” said 
Father Chiniquy, “that brought 
me to Washington. It means your 
death. It is told to excite the fa- 
naticism of the Roman Catholics 
to murder you. In the church of 
Rome, an apostate is an outcast 
who has no place in society and 
no right to live. The Jesuits want 
the Roman Catholics to believe 
that you are a monster, an enemy 
of God and of His church; that 
you are an excommunicated man. 
Gregory VII decreed that the kill- 
ing of an apostate is not murder, 
but a good Christian act. That 
decree is incorporated in the 
canon law which every priest 


must study, and which every good 
Roman Catholic must follow. 

“My dear Mr. President, my 
fear is that you will fall under 
the blows of a Jesuit assassin, 
if you do not pay more attention 
than you have done up to the 
present time to protect yourself. 
Remember, because Coligny was 
a Protestant, he was brutally 
murdered on St. Bartholomew’s 
night; that Henry IV was stabbed 
by the Jesuit assassin, Revaillac, 
for having given liberty of con- 
science to his people; and that 
William, Prince of Orange, the 
head of the Dutch Republic, was 
stricken down by Girard, the 
fiendish embodiment of all that 
was crafty, bigoted and revenge- 
ful in Spanish Popery. The 
Church of Rome is absolutely the 
same today as she was then. She 
believes and teaches today, as she 
did then, that it is her duty to 
punish by death any heretic who 
is in her way or an obstacle to 
her designs. 

“My blood chills in my veins 
when I contemplate the day which 
may come, sooner or later, when 
Rome will add to all her iniqui- 
ties the murder of Abraham 
Lincoln.”

Tue RESURRECTION of our 
Lord Jesus Christ from the dead 
is the seal and cornerstone of the 
great work of redemption which 
He came to do. It is one of those 
truths which lie at the very 
foundation of Christianity, and 
has therefore received special at- 
tention in the four Gospels. All 
four evangelists describe minutely 
how our Lord was crucified. All 
four relate with no less clearness 
that He rose again. 

We need not wonder that so 
much importance is attached to 
our Lord’s resurrection. It is the 
crowning proof that He has paid 
the debt which He undertook to 
pay on our behalf, won the battle 
which He fought to deliver us 
from hell, and is accepted as our 
Surety and our Substitute by our 
Father in heaven. 


Had He never come forth 
from the prison of the grave, how 
could we ever have been sure that 
our ransom had been fully paid? 
(I Cor. 15:17) Had He never 
risen from His conflict with the 
last enemy, how could we have 
felt confident that He has over- 
come death and him that had the 
power of death, that is, the devil? 
(Heb. 2:14) 


But thanks be unto God, we 
are not left in doubt. The Lord 
Jesus really “rose again for our 
justification.” True Christians are 
“begotten again unto a lively hope 
by the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ from the dead.” They may 
boldly say with Paul, “Who is he 
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“IN THE END of the sabbath, as it began to dawn toward the first 
day of the week, came Mary Magdalene and the other Mary to see the 
sepulchre. And, behold, there was a great earthquake: for the angel of 
the Lord descended from heaven, and came and rolled back the stone from 
the door, and sat upon tt. His countenance was like lightning, and his raiment 
white as snow: And for fear of him .the keepers did shake, and became 


‘And the angel answered and said unto the women, Fear not ye: 
for I know that ye seek Jesus, which was crucified. He ts not here: for he 
ts risen, as he said. Come, see the place where the Lord lay. And go quickly, 
and tell his disciples that he ts risen from the dead: and, behold, he goeth 
before you into Galilee; there shall ye see him: lo, I have told you. 


“And they departed quickly from the sepulchre with fear and great 
joy; and did run to bring his disciples word. And as they went to tell his 
disciples, behold, Jesus met them, saying, All hail. And they came and held 
him by the feet, and worshipped him. Then said Jesus unto them, Be not 
afraid; go tell my brethren that they go into Galilee, and there shall they 


that condemneth: it is Christ that 
died, yea rather that is risen 
again.” (Rom. 8:34, Rom. 4:25, I 
Peter 1:3) 


We have reason to be very 
thankful that this wonderful 
truth of our religion is so clearly 
and fully proved. It is a striking 
circumstance that of all the facts 
of our Lord’s earthly ministry, 
none are so incontrovertibly es- 
tablished as the fact that He rose 
again. The wisdom of God, who 
knows the unbelief of human na- 
ture, has provided a great cloud 
of witnesses on the subject. Never 
was there a _ fact which the 
enemies of God were so anxious 
to disprove. And yet, in spite of 
the unbelief of friends, and the 
enmity of foes, the fact was 
thoroughly established. Its evi- 
dences will always appear to a 
fair and impartial mind _ un- 
answerable. 


THE GLORY OF CHRIST'S 
RESURRECTION 


Let us notice in these verses 
the glory and majesty with which 
Christ rose from the dead. We are 
told that “‘there was a great earth- 
quake.” We are told that “the 
angel of the Lord descended from 
heaven, and came and rolled back 
the stone from the door of the 
sepulchre, and sat upon it.’’ We 
need not suppose that our blessed 
Lord needed the help of any angel 
when He came forth from the 
grave. We need not for a moment 
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The 


doubt that He rose again by His 
own power. But it pleased God 
that His resurrection should be 
accompanied and followed by 
signs and wonders. It seemed good 
that the earth should shake, and 
a glorious angel appear, when the 
Son of God arose from the dead 
as a conqueror. 
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Let us not fail to see in the 
manner of our Lord’s resurrec- 
tion a type and pledge of the 
resurrection of His _ believing 
people. The grave could not hold 
Him beyond the appointed time, 
and it shall not be able to hold 
them. A glorious angel was a wit- 
ness of His rising, and glorious 
angels “shall gather together his 
elect from the four winds” when 
He comes to redeem His saints. He 
rose with a renewed body, and yet 
a body, real, true and material, 
and so also shall His people have 
a glorious body and be like their 
Head. “When we see him we shall 
be like him.” (I John 3:2.) 


Let us take comfort in this 
thought. Trial, sorrow, and perse- 
cution are often the portion of 
God’s people. Sickness, weakness, 
and pain often hurt and wear 
their poor earthly tabernacle. But 
their good time is yet to come. Let 
them wait patiently, and they 
shall have a glorious resurrection. 
When we die, and where we are 
buried, and what kind of funeral 
we have, matters little. The great 
question to be asked is this, “How 
shall we rise again?” 
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Kesurrection of Christ 


THE TERROR OF CHRIST'S 
ENEMIES 


Let us notice in the next place 
the terror which Christ’s enemies 
felt at the period of His resurrec- 
tion. We are told that at the sight 
of the angel “the keepers did 
shake and became as dead men.” 
Those hardy Roman soldiers, 
though not unused to dreadful 
sights, saw a sight which made 
them quail. Their courage melted 
at once at the appearance of one 
angel of God. 


Let us again see in this fact a 
type and emblem of things yet to 
come. What will the ungodly and 
the wicked do at the last day, 
when the trumpet shall sound, 
and Christ shall come in glory 
to judge the world? What will 
they do when they see all the 
dead, both small and great, com- 
ing forth from their graves, and 
all the angels of God assembled 
round the great white throne? 
What fears and terrors. will 
possess their souls when they find 
they can no longer avoid God’s 
presence, and they must at length 
meet Him face to face? Oh! that 
men were wise and _ would 
consider their latter end! Oh! that 
they would remember that there 
is a resurrection and a judgment, 
and that there is such a thing as 
the wrath of the Lamb! 


COMFORT FOR BELIEVERS 


Let us notice the words of 
comfort which the angel address- 
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ed to the friends of Christ. We 
read that he said, “Fear not ye: 
for I know that ye seek Jesus, 
that was crucified.” 


These words were spoken with 
a deep meaning. They were meant 
to cheer the hearts of believers in 
every age, in the prospect of the 
resurrection. They were intended 
to remind us that true Christians 
have no cause for alarm, what- 
ever may come on the world. The 
Lord shall appear in the clouds of 
heaven and the earth be burned 
up. The graves shall give up the 
dead that are in them and the 
last day come. The judgment shall 
be set and the books shall be 
opened. 


But in all this there is nothing 
that need make believers afraid. 
Clothed in the righteousness of 
Christ, they shall be found with- 
out spot and blameless. Safe in 
the one true ark they shall not 
be hurt when the flood of God’s 
wrath breaks on the earth. Then 
shall the words of the Lord re- 
ceive their complete fulfillment: 
“‘When these things begin to come 
to pass lift up your heads for 
your redemption draweth nigh.” 
Then shall the wicked and un- 
believing see how true was that 
word, “Blessed are the people 
whose God is the Lord.” (Psalm 
33:12) 


Let us notice, finally, the 
gracious message which the Lord 
sent to the disciples after His 
resurrection. He appeared in per- 


son to the women who had come 
to do honor to His body. Last 
at the cross and first at the tomb, 
they were the first privileged to 
see Him after He rose. And to 
them He gives commission to 
carry tidings to His disciples. His 
first thought is for His little scat- 
tered flock. “Go, tell my breth- 
ren.” 

There is something deeply 
touching in those simple words, 
“my brethren.” They deserve a 
thousand thoughts. Weak, frail, 
erring as the disciples were, Jesus 
still calls them His “brethren.” 
He comforts them, as Joseph did 
his brethren who had sold him, 


saying, “I am _ your’ brother 
Joseph.” Much as they had 
come short of their profes- 


sion, sadly as they had yielded to 
the fear of man, they are still His 
“brethren.” Glorious as He was in 
Himself, a conqueror over death 
and hell and the grave, the Son 
of God is still “meek and lowly 
of heart.” He calls His disciples 
“brethren.” 

Let us turn from the passage 
with comforting thoughts, if we 
know anything of true religion. 
Let us see in these words of 
Christ an encouragement to trust 
and not be afraid. Our Saviour 
is one who never forgets His 
people. He pities their infirmities. 
He does not despise them. He 
knows their weakness and yet 
does not cast them away. Our 
great High Priest is also our 
elder brother. w

Back-Door Catholic Control 


Among current bills strongly 
flavored with nationalism, which are 
before both houses of congress in the 
Philippines, are the following four 
measures: One: That all social sci- 
ences must be taught by natural-born 
Filipinos; Two: That all heads of 
any school, college or university shall 
be Filipino citizens; Three: That all 
teachers in all schools, colleges, and 
universities in the Philippines shall 
be Filipino citizens; Four: That all 
the books to be used in such courses 
as history, civics, government, and 
other subjects directly affecting citi- 
zenship training, shall be those whose 
authors are Filipinos, and that the 
teachers of said subjects shall be 
Filipinos. 

This last bill also adds that no 
corporation or association or indi- 
vidual can directly or indirectly or- 
ganize or engage in the operation or 
management of any school or college 
in the Philippines if more than 
twenty-five per cent of the capital 
belongs to persons who are not citi- 
zens of the Philippines. 

Each bill carries heavy provi- 
sions of penalty for any violator; 
fine and imprisonment for Filipinos, 
deportation for aliens. 

Observers feel that passage of 
these bills would strongly favor the 
position of the Roman Catholics, who 
in most cases would be the authors 
and teachers prescribed. (FENS) 
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For Whom the Bells Toll 


Announcement of an alleged threat 
to Roman Catholic Archbishop Cush- 
ing of Boston failed to obscure re- 
ports of the furor in Italy over the 
conviction of the Bishop of Prato on 
the charge of defamation. Church 
bells throughout the land tolled the 
message of the Pope’s grief at the 
news that the Italian courts uphold 
the rights of citizens to consider 
themselves legally married when 
married in a lawful civil ceremony. 


Suit was brought against the bish- 
op by Mauro Bellandi and his wife 
Loriana after the bishop circulated a 
letter on their nuptial day defining 
their marriage, legal under Italian 
civil law, as “scandalous concubin- 
age,” and branding the couple as 
“public sinners.” The letter also 
scorned their parents, charging that 
they had failed in fulfilling their re- 
sponsibilities as good Roman Catho- 
lics because they had allowed their 
children (Bellandi is thirty-four and 
his wife is twenty-five) to take “this 
immensely sinful and_ scandalous 
step.” 

Signor Bellandi was awarded dam- 
ages and the bishop was ordered to 
pay court costs in the decision hand- 
ed down on the eve of the Pope’s 
eighty-second birthday. 


The bishop’s defense was based on 
his contention, set forth in a letter 
to the presiding judge, that the 
courts do not have the competence to 
judge cases involving a_ bishop’s 
“spiritual government of the faith- 
ful,” a patent contradiction to the 
charge of Roman Catholic spokesmen 
that Bellandi is an atheist. 


As we go to press, it remains to 
be seen whether the Roman Church 
will permit the court’s decision to 
stand. 


it Can Happen Here 


Among the startling disclo- 
sures made public by the court action 
in the recent Bradfordsville, Ken- 
tucky, school case, was the Roman 
Catholic brain-washing of Protestant 
students. 

Evidence showed that in the St. 
Charles High School, one of the 
“public” schools operated by priests 
and nuns in that Roman-dominated 
area, all periodicals in the library 
were Roman Catholic periodicals. 
Also in violation of constitutional 
law, sectarian literature was dissemi- 
nated in the school and religious in- 
struction was given in the class 
rooms during school hours. 

The Roman Catholic Women’s 
League of Manitoba frankly admits 
that the objective of Roman teachers 
is to train the child so that he “un- 
derstands that religion is indeed the 
very heart of life.” 

In Roman Catholic schools “the 
formal lesson in religion each day is 
given first place in importance... . 
Into every subject throughout the 
day . . . [Roman Catholic] religious 
views and good moral sentiments are 
woven through the texture of the les- 
sons.” 


How to Use Statistics 


Figures released in February 
1958 by the Census Bureau show that 
as of March 1957, there are seventy- 
nine million persons over fourteen 
years of age in the United States 
who consider themselves to be Prot- 
estants, 30.9 million Roman Catholics 
and 3.9 million Jews. Of those re- 
maining, 1.5 million follow other re- 
ligions, and 3.2 million have no relig- 
ious views or preferences. 

However, in releasing this report 
to its readers, the Roman Catholic 
weekly Register (Feb. 9, 1958) added 
to the estimated 30.9 million Roman 
Catholics the supposed number of 
their children under fourteen years 
of age, arriving at a figure of 43,- 
635,000 as the total number of Ro- 
man Catholics in the country. In 
neglecting to do the same for the 
other groups mentioned, The Regis- 
ter presented to its readers a dispro- 
portionately large Roman Catholic 
population for the country. 

While no Protestant group 
would claim the distinction of in- 
creasing its strength through pro- 
liferation, the discrepancy in The 
Register’s figures is to be noted. 
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Religious Liberty—Roman Style 





The government of Bolivia 
entered into an agreement with the 
Vatican last December 4, 1957, giv- 
ing the Roman Catholic Church the 
right to supervise—for the first time 
in Bolivian history — religious in- 
struction in the public schools. The 
contract, valid for ten years, prom- 
ises government aid for some aspects 
of the work of the Roman Church in 
Bolivia. 

Those who value freedom in Bo- 
livia should be on guard. Freedom 
has a way of escaping those who fail 
to cherish it. 


Slippery Business of Statistics 


Fr. Cavanaugh’s lament about 
the mediocre product of Roman Cath- 
olic schools may be an attempt to 
create a smoke-screen to hide behind 
while enlisting public sympathy that 
would smile on Roman efforts to dip 
into the public till for educational 
subsidy. It is strange that his outcry 
was so opportunely timed with Fr. 
Blum’s plea for full government sub- 
sidy for all Roman Catholic parochial 
schools. If this is the case, the rebut- 
tal by Rev. Phillip M. Hannan, 
editor-in-chief of the Washington 
(D.C.) Catholic Standard, throws an 
interesting light on the subject. 


Fr. Hannan cites figures to 
show an impressively high proportion 
of national figures, particularly in 
the field of government leadership, 
who either are Roman Catholics or 
were educated in Roman Catholic 
schools. Quoting Archbishop O’Hara, 
he states: 

“In national politics . . . the ma- 
jority leader of the House is a 
Catholic, as are a large number of 
the Congressmen; the majority lead- 
er of the Senate attended a Catholic 
law school; the senatorial leader in 
international affairs is a Catholic; a 
Catholic Senator is a prominent if 
unofficial presidential candidate. 
Granted that all did not attend Cath- 
olic schools, but all were influenced 
toward leadership by the church. 


“There are ten Catholic Senators; 
five non-Catholic Senators attended 
Catholic schools. Thus fifteen mem- 
bers of the Senate are either Catho- 
lic or graduates of our schools—a 
very high percentage since when they 
were at school age, hardly more than 
six per cent of the American school 
population attended Catholic schools 
(many Senators did not attend col- 
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lege) . . . in some states with rela- 
tively few Catholics, as Colorado and 
Montana, both Senators are Catho- 
lics. 

“Incidentally, in this slippery 
business of statistics, one could prove 
that the best qualification for the 
Senate is Irish ancestry. . . . Possi- 
bly the late Al Smith was the ex- 
ample, par excellence, of this. An- 
other example is the outstanding 
present Secretary of Labor. 

“Statistics about the governors 
are not readily available, but many 
are Catholics even in Maine and one 
is a graduate of Catholic University. 
Incidentally, Georgetown University 
has possibly the outstanding record 
of the country—four present Sena- 
tors among its alumni, about evelen 
members of the House, many promi- 
nent officials, and until recently, the 
chairman of both political parties.

The numbers at least are impres- 
sive. In this connection, a quotation 
from Senator Estes Kefauver’s book, 
Crime in America (p. 21), is signifi- 
cant: 

“Political corruption in America 
seems to have sunk to a new low .. 
the dishonor roll of criminals and 
politicians compiled by the Senate 
Crime Committee was a sordid and 
sickening document.” 

Unfortunately, there seems to be 
a strange parallel between the in- 
creasing numbers of Catholics in 
government and the rising tide of 
political dishonesty in America. For- 
mer Postmaster General James A. 
Farley once put it very aptly when 
he said: “Unhappily, Catholics in 
power have been as prone to abuse 








their public trust, if not more so, 
than their non-Catholic brethren. We 
cannot evade facts.” 

On the one hand we have the 
manifold evidences of Roman Catho- 
lic infiltration into every avenue of 
government life, while on the other, 
the degrading spectacle of moral cor- 
ruption among too many of those 
who attain public office. 


By Their Fruits .. . 


In Roman Catholic-dominat- 
ed Colombia, where the opposition of 
the hierarchy has forced the closing 
of more than two hundred evangeli- 
cal schools since 1948, illiteracy is 
increasing. More than half of the 
population of thirteen million cannot 
read or write. 

Of the school-age children in the 
country, less than half attend school 
at all, and of those who do, three- 
fourths drop out before the school 
year is completed. 


Catholic Bibles Distributed 


A lay group of Roman church 
members was organized recently in 
Dallas, Texas, as the Catholic Bible 
Society of America, with Bishop 
Thomas K. Gorman as_ honorary 
chairman. The group, whose aim is 
to parallel the work of the Gideons 
International, launched its program 
by placing two hundred seventy-five 
Catholic Bibles in St. Paul’s Hospital 
in Dallas. The president of the group 
indicated that plans are being laid 
for a nationwide expansion of the 
organization. 


Would Ban Churchmen 
from Politics 


A bill banning church digni- 
taries from engaging directly or in- 
directly in politics is being filed in 
the congress of the Republic of the 
Philippines. 

This bill is geared primarily as 
a cure-all against the resurgence of 
religious interference in the nation’s 
politics. The bill in itself is sound, 
but its failure to define some of its 
significant phrases, such as “partisan 
political activities” and “taking part 
in any election,” has drawn poignant 
questions from several socio-religious 
groups. This failure seems to be the 
weak side of the measure. 

The bill still maintains the right 
of suffrage for all qualified church- 
men and provides heavy penalties for 
any violator. (FENS) 
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That a religious vocation in the Roman Church is as poor a 
preparation for living as it is for dying is tragically illustrated in the story 
of Mrs. Morris’ life. Rejected by her chosen order after the death of her 
father when her mother could no longer afford to make the necessary 
contributions, she found herself thrust into a world she was ill prepared 
to face. As she was unable to live any longer “in’”’ the Church of Rome 
and to adjust to life outside, her marriage was ruined before she found 
the peace that passeth understanding through Jesus Christ her Lord.

5 WAS BORN in 1922 into a 
family whose roots were deep in 
the Roman Catholic Church, but 
it was not until I was six years 
old that my mother took me to 
be baptized. Why she waited so 
long, I do not know. 

The day I entered St. Jarlath’s 
School was the most wonderful 
day in my young life. I felt very 
close to God. Every morning, my 
older sister and I attended 7:30 
mass before going to classes, and 
I took every penny I had and put 
it in the collection box. 

At the age of nine I made my 
first holy communion, and at 
thirteen, my confirmation. To the 
best of my understanding I had 
received Jesus into my heart, but 
I was taught that I could be saved 
only through observing these sac- 
raments. Why the Roman Catho- 
lics receive Jesus into their hearts 
over and over again I do not 
know. How does He keep being 
put out? Why do they not let Him 
live there forever? 


As I grew up it became the 
burden of my heart to live in 
God’s house and to serve Him 
with my whole life. I kept after 
the sisters to help me to know 
God better. I studied diligently 
and graduated from St. Mary’s 
High School at the age of sixteen. 

Then, in 1938, my highest 
ambitions were realized. It was 
my joy to enter St. Clara’s Con- 
vent at Sinsinawa, Wisconsin. 
The Roman Catholic Church had 
taught me that the only way to 
serve God acceptably was to 
seclude myself and expend my 
life wholly in devotion to the 
church. For two years I was able 
to do this and looked forward to 


a long life of self-denial for the 
glory of the Roman Catholic 
Church. But my father’s death 
brought an abrupt end to my 
plans. 


LOST HORIZON 


After his funeral, as I pre- 
pared to return to the convent, 
a telegram arrived informing me 
that Ishould not be welcomed back 
since my mother could no longer 
afford to keep up my expenses. 
I was crushed, bewildered and 
disillusioned. The church _ to 
which I had dedicated my life no 
longer wanted me. 

My life was without direction 
or purpose and I had lost my 
sense of values. 

During the war years, I met 
the man who was to become my 
husband, and in 1943 we were 
married by a justice of the peace. 
But there was no peace for me, 
or security or happiness. I lived, 
instead, with fear gnawing at my 
soul. When our first child was 
born I felt that I was doing an 
ungodly thing, living in sin and 
having children. I was trapped, 
bound to my family who loved 
me, yet bound to the church which 
condemned me. 

As the years passed I became 
the mother of six children. I 
drifted, not knowing how to cope 
with my problems. No one seemed 
to care what happened, and I 
kept going downward instead of 
upward. I reached a point where 
I no longer cared about anything. 
Silly ideas came into my mind, 
but thank God, He made me 
strong enough to forget them as 
fast as they came. 

Oh, how I failed the man who 
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needed me, and became a barrier 
to him instead of a stepping- 
stone to higher things. My former 
religion marred our happiness 
and ultimately broke up our mar- 
riage. 


A KNOCK AT THE DOOR 


One day in 1950, a young girl, 
a stranger to me, knocked at my 
door. She was calling from house 
to house making a survey for her 
church. How I praise God for her, 
for that stranger’s knock at my 
door changed the course of my 
life. 

I invited her in. It was so good 
to talk to someone who knew 
the Lord and was interested in 
me and my family. She offered 
to take my children to church 
and Sunday School with her, and 
from then on called for them 
faithfully each week. 

I was so happy that at last 
my children were being taught 
about God. I longed to go with 
them, but I was afraid because 
I had not released myself from 
the hold of the Roman Church. 
But my young friend continued 
to talk to me about the Lord and 
the importance of going to 
church. Although I knew I was 
wrong, I still held back. 

The following year, a Baptist 
church was started close by and 
my friend began to attend, tak- 
ing my children with her. She 
often talked with me about the 
Christian faith, and the burden 
upon my heart to return to the 
Lord became almost more than 
I could bear. The pastor called 
at my home several times, invit- 
ing me to the services; finally, on 
December 23, 1952, I attended the 
Baptist church for the first time. 


A few days later my husband 
was taken to the hospital in a 
critical condition, where he re- 
mained for sixteen days and 
nights. I prayed constantly that 
if God would let him live I would 
give my life to the Lord and do 
His will no matter how difficult 
it might be. I called the pastor 
of the Baptist church instead of 
the Catholic priest. It is strange, 
but I felt closer to this pastor 
and the church he served after 
only one visit than I ever did to 
the Roman Catholic Church 
though I attended mass every 
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morning for fifteen years. 

My husband recovered, though 
as far as my marriage was con- 
cerned, it was too late. 


ONE GLORIOUS AFTERNOON 


But the pastor of the Baptist 
Church continued to deal with 
me about my soul. He showed me 
from the Word of God that salva- 
tion comes through personally 
accepting Jesus Christ and His 
atoning work on the cross. He 
showed me where I was wrong in 
my thinking—that God wanted 
His people to marry, to have 
children, to serve Him in the 
world, not in seclusion. 

One glorious afternoon in 
March, 1953, I accepted Jesus 
Christ as my own personal Sav- 
iour. The burdens of my life were 
rolled away, and I knew the joy 
of assurance that He was going 
to live in my heart forever and 
that when my life on earth was 
ended I would be with Him for- 
ever. On March 15 I was baptized 
and received into the fellowship 
of the Ashburn Baptist Church. 


My soul was starved for 
knowledge of God, and I began 
to attend the Bible classes taught 
by the pastor on Monday eve- 
nings. Soon I was unable to miss 
a single service of the church. 
How I thank God for the faith 
He has given me, for the assur- 
ance of His presence moment by 
moment. 

He has not forgotten me at 
any time, even in my darkest 
hours. The trials I have known 
since accepting Christ as my Sav- 
iour have served to draw me 
closer to Him, and I can never 
thank Him enough for what He 
has done for me. 

At one time I was offered a 
much-needed operation for one of 
my boys if I would but return to 









the Roman Catholic Church and 
admit I’d made a mistake. I re- 
fused this kind offer knowing that 
God would provide for us and 
care for Jimmy’s needs as He sees 
fit. 

Some time after joining the 
Baptist Church, I became serious- 
ly ill. My relatives in the Roman 
Catholic Church claimed that I 
was going to Hell, possessed by 
the devil, but the doctor said that 
I had cancer. I became afraid and 
went to see our pastor. He talked 
with me and prayed with me, and 
my faith became stronger. Now 
the doctor tells me that the can- 
cer is checked. I have had my 
share of suffering, but such an 
abundance of the blessings of 
God! 


THE OPEN DOOR 


It is my earnest prayer that 
my children shall know the as- 
surance of the Lord’s presence 
with them, and I cannot rest until 
they all know Him as their Sav- 
iour too. Every day I drop every- 
thing for one hour and teach my 
children of the love of God, how 
to come to Him, how to pray and 
read His Word. One hour a week 
in Sunday School is not enough. 

My doors are open to the chil- 
dren of the neighborhood for that 
hour too, and many of them come. 
One day two priests came to the 
house and told me that I was not 
allowed to have this hour a day 
for the children because I was 
teaching them heresy. I told them 
that my doors were always open 
to any child who wanted to come. 
The Roman Church spends not 
one hour a day but five, teaching 
the children under its control. 

I thank God for my children 
and that they are learning early 
in life to love Him and study His 
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The Odds Against a 
Miracle 


“Eleven Lourdes Miracles” is the 
result of extensive and careful inves- 
tigation into the claims made by the 
Roman Catholic Church alleging that 
sick people are miraculously cured by 
bathing in the spring of water in 
Lourdes, France. The investigation 
was made under a grant from the 
Para-psychology Foundation of New 
York. 

Many people will be interested to 
learn that the Roman Catholic 
Church claims merely eleven “miracu- 
lous” cures at Lourdes between 
1937 and 1950. Dr. D. J. West, the 
author, peruses the evidence of these 
“cures.” “To make a long story 
short,” he says, “‘there is insufficient 
evidence to prove even one of them.” 

But the revelation that the Roman 
Catholic Church claims only eleven 
over thirteen years will come as a 
shock to many people, particularly 
to Roman Catholics. The Roman 
propaganda regarding that place 
would have people believe it was one 
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Word, to love the fellowship of 
His people and the privilege of 
worship. To them, it is not an 
obligation to go to church. 

My neighbors are Roman 
Catholic, and they and the priest 
in this community have made it 
very hard for me to live here. 
But I love the Lord and know that 
it is His will that I live here as 
a witness to these poor people, 
and I pray that He will keep me 
faithful. 


I thank God for my pastor 
and my young friend who worked 
so faithfully with me, for the 
Sunday School teachers and their 
love for all the children, for the 
friends I have made in the church, 
and for the many comforting 
hours I have spent there. But 
most of all I thank God for the 
assurance that I am His child 
forever. To have fellowship with 
Him, to know that He has given 
to me eternal life, to have the 
comfort of the Holy Spirit and 
the Word of God are the greatest 
privileges and joys I’ll ever ex- 
perience this side of heaven. & 
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of the seven wonders of the world. 
It would be much nearer the truth to 
say that it must be surely the great- 
est hoax ever foisted upon mankind. 

It has often been stated in Roman 
Catholic journals that an average of 
thirty thousand sick people go to 
Lourdes every year. In Holy Year re- 
cently it was estimated that several 
million pilgrims went there. Next 
year [1958] it is anticipated that the 
biggest pilgrimage of all time will go 
to Lourdes to celebrate the centenary 
of the finding of the spring. The 
Pope himself will be there though he 
was notably absent when he was ill 
with the hiccups. Indeed, he availed 
himself of a Protestant doctor from 
Switzerland. 

The Rock has often pointed out 
that nothing has taken place at 
Lourdes which justifies even a frac- 
tion of the propaganda which is 
broadcast by the Roman Church. 
Even if it were conceded that eleven 
miracles have occurred there in thir- 
teen years, the proportion of cures is 
infinitesimally small compared to the 
number who trekked their painful 
way to the place. One would have a 
greater chance of winning a major 
prize in many of Australia’s numer- 
ous lotteries than a sick person would 
have of being cured at Lourdes on 
the law of averages. 

Could such a cruel hoax be perpe- 
trated by any organization other 
than the Roman Church without be- 
ing subject to very grave charges un- 
der the law?

The Truth Will Out 


Carlos P. Garcia, Vice President 
under the late Ramon Magsaysay of 
the Philippines, has recently been 
sworn into the highest office of the 
land. Garcia handily defeated his 
three chief opponents and took over 


for a four-year term. Plans are now 
being made for an early visit to the 
United States. 

An interesting development took 
place when the oppositionist Liberal 
party Vice-Presidential bet, Dios- 
dado Macapagal, topped all other can- 
didates with a total count exceeding 
even President Garcia himself. Thus, 
an entirely new situation now pre- 
vails in Philippine political life with 
this bi-partisan outcome in the top 
two offices. 

However, the issue of religion 
grabbed the headlines in the final 
days of campaigning. On the eve of 
election day, the Liberals, trying to 
gain Catholic support came out with 
full-page ads in the papers and mil- 
lions of leaflets claiming that “thirty- 
two of the thirty-eight Roman Cath- 
olic bishops in the country are 
supporting Jose Yulo for president. 
This is the truth!” they cried. “The 
[Roman Catholic] church would want 
Yulo to be the next president to safe- 
guard our Holy Mother Church.” 

Most of the Catholic leaders were 
strangely silent, but it took the papal 
nuncio [a foreigner] and a Filipino 
provincial bishop to make violent ex- 
ceptions. In strong language they 
placed full-page ads in the same pa- 
pers the following day stating that 
the authors [thirty-two Roman Cath- 
olic bishops] and publishers of such 
statements are LIARS and quoted John 
8:44 en toto. Charges and counter- 
charges of lying were hurled at each 
other to the utter confusion of those 
who were wanting the truth and who 
were to cast their ballots. 

Many people feel the defeat of Mr. 
Yulo could be directly attributed to 
his attempt to bring about ecclesias- 
tical pressure among the electorate. 
This is a grim reminder to those who 
would take up the religion-of-church 
angle in a politically-free Philippines.

tinually strive to obtain, until 
such a union is consummated. 
Popery is, therefore, destructive 
to our religious and civil liberty. 

“Popery is more dangerous 
and more formidable than any 
power in the United States, on the 
ground that, through its despotic 
organization, it can concentrate 
its efforts for any purpose with 
complete effect; and that organi- 
zation being wholly under foreign 
control, it can have no real sym- 
pathy with anything American. 

“Popery does not acknowledge 
the right of the people to govern, 
but claims for itself the supreme 
right to govern people and rulers 
by divine right. Popery does not 
tolerate the liberty of the press. 
It takes advantage, indeed, of our 
liberty of the press to use its 
own press against our liberty; 
but it proclaims in the thunders 
of the Vatican, and with a 
voice which it pronounces un- 
changeable, that it is a liberty 
never sufficiently to be execrated 
and detested. 

“It does not tolerate liberty 
of conscience or liberty of opinion. 
They are denounced by the Sover- 
eign Pontiff as a most pestilential 
error, a pest of all others to be 
dreaded in the State. It is not re- 
sponsible to the people in its 
financial matters. It taxes at will, 
and is accountable to none but 
itself.” 

These utterances were based 
on undisputed facts. Abraham 
Lincoln believed them, hence he 
said: 

“If the Protestants of the 
North and the South could learn 


what the priests, nuns, and 
monks, who daily land on our 
shores, under the pretext of 


preaching their religion, were do- 
ing in our schools and hospitals 
as emissaries of the Pope and the 
other despots of Europe, to under- 
mine our institutions and alienate 
the hearts of our people from 
our Constitution and our laws, 
and prepare a reign of anarchy 
here, as they have done in Ireland, 
in Mexico, in Spain, and wher- 
ever there are people that wish 
to be free, they would unite in 
taking power out of their hands.” 
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If Abraham Lincoln had made 


that statement to the American 
people rather than to an individ- 
ual, they would have taken this 
power out of the hands of Rome 
and buried slavery and Romanism 
in a common grave. 

It is now known that the con- 
spirators against liberty relied 
upon the support of the Roman 
Church in the North and in the 
South. But when the echoes of 
the guns of Sumter flew over the 
land, it called into active life the 
slumbering patriotism of a great 
people; the tide swept everything 
before it; the people would brook 
no opposition. Roman priests and 
people bowed to the supremacy 
of the patriotic sentiment. Flags 
were unfurled from church-spire 
and from house-top. No Roman 
Catholic conspirator in the great 
cities of the North dared show 
his hand; the people ran away 
from their priests; their conduct 
was a revelation. 

It showed to papal emissaries 
that a people who had fled Europe 
because of despotism were not 
ready to betray liberty’ in 
America, the land of the free.

They forgot that the Pope 
lived in Rome because of the help, 
not of spiritual power, but of the 
support of French bayonets; that 
in St. Louis, Missouri, when the 
great cathedral was dedicated, 
the host was elevated to the music 
of belching cannon, flags were un- 
furled and lowered before the 
wafer-God of Rome, and that 
soldiers with drawn swords stood 
on each side of the high altar 
during service, claiming that in 
Roman Catholic St. Louis, or in 
Spain, the military is recognized 
as the right arm of the church. 


VIVA LIBERTY! 
The Church of Rome opposed 


the North because Rome is the 





foe of liberty. Rome encouraged 
the South because the corner- 
stone of the Southern Confeder- 
acy rested upon human slavery. 
How the colored people of the 
South or the North can forget 
this and unite with the Roman 
Catholic Church is a mystery. It 
is the theory of Rome that the 
toilers should be kept in igno- 
rance. Gentlemen for the palace 
and serfs for the field, is the 
spirit of Rome, incarnated in 
every despotic government where 
its power is supreme. 

Louis Napoleon, the ally of 
Pius IX, expected to build up in 
Mexico a Roman Catholic king- 
dom, and unite it with the South- 
ern States, and so establish a 
Latin Empire in the new world. 

The Emancipation Proclama- 
tion spoiled the program. How 
strange, how inexplicable are 
events, when studied in the light 
of an overruling Providence!

Pius IX To JEFFERSON DAVIS: 


“Illustrious and Honorable 
President: We have just received, 
with all suitable welcome, the 


persons sent by you to place in 
our hands your letter, dated the 
23rd of September last.” 

He then takes ground, not 
for liberty, not for the deliverance 
of four million bondsmen from 
the misery of human slavery, but 
for peace, by which he meant 
building up the Confederacy on 
slavery as a corner-stone. 

He added, “‘We, at the same 
time, beseech the God of mercy 
and pity to shed abroad upon you 
the light of His grace, and at- 
tach you to us by a perfect friend- 
ship. 

“Given at Rome at St. Peter’s, 
the third day of December, 1863, 
of our Pontificate 18. Pius IX.” 

This letter came like a clap of 
thunder. The Emancipation Proc- 
lamation had been issued Septem- 
ber 22, 1862. This was followed by 
another, issued January 1, 1863, 
giving freedom to all slaves, and 
also stating that such persons of 
suitable condition would be re- 
ceived into the armed service of 
the United States, to garrison 
forts and man vessels of all sorts 
in said service. 

Deliberately and ostentatious- 
ly, the Pope on the December fol- 
lowing recognizes the Southern 
Confederacy, sides with despo- 
tism against liberty, and takes 
under his protection the chief 
conspirator against the Republic 
of the United States! 


DEATH WARRANT 


“Have you read the Pope’s 
letter?” said Abraham Lincoln to 
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Father Chiniquy. “And what do 
you think of it?” 

“That letter is a poisoned 
arrow thrown by the Pope at you 
personally, and it will be more 
than a miracle if it be not your 
irrevocable death-warrant. 

“That letter tells the Roman 
Catholics that you, Abraham 
Lincoln, are a bloody tyrant, a 
most execrable being, when fight- 
ing against a government which 
the infallible and holy Pope recog- 
nizes as legitimate.” 

In reply, Mr. Lincoln spoke 
with great feeling, saying: “You 
confirm me in the views I had 
taken of this letter of the Pope. 
Prof. Morse is of the same mind 
with you. It is indeed the most 
perfidious act which could occur 
under the present circumstances. 
You are perfectly correct when 
you say that it was designed to 
detach the Roman Catholics who 
had enrolled in our armies. Since 
the publication of that letter, a 
great number have deserted their 
banners and turned traitor; very 
few comparatively have remained 
true to their oath of fidelity.” 

There have been some terrible 
facts hidden from the people. 

“It is known” writes Father 
Chiniquy “that when Meade, a 
Roman Catholic, was to order the 
pursuit of Lee, after the battle 
of Gettysburg, a stranger came 
in haste to headquarters, and that 
stranger, said Mr. Lincoln, was a 
distinguished Jesuit. After ten 
minutes’ conversation with him, 
Meade made such arrangements 
for the pursuit of the enemy that 
he escaped almost untouched, with 
the loss of only two guns.” 

“This letter of the Pope 
has changed the nature of the 
war,” said Mr. Lincoln. “Be- 
fore they read it, Roman 
Catholics could see that I was 
fighting against the Southern 
Confederacy, with Jefferson Davis 
at its head. But now they must 
believe that it is against Christ 
and his holy Vicar the Pope that 
I am raising my sacrilegious 
hands. We have daily proof that 
their indignation, their hatred, 
their malice against me are a 
hundred-fold intensified. New proj- 
ects of assassination are detected 
almost every day, accompanied 
with such savage circumstances 
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that they bring to my memory 
the massacre of St. Bartholomew 
and the gun-powder plot. We find 
on investigation that they come 
from the same masters in the 
art of murder, the Jesuits.” 

Mr. Lincoln then declared that 
the New York riots were a Roman 
Catholic plot, and that Archbishop 
Hughes was their instigator. 
When told by the President that 
he would be held responsible if 
they were not stopped, Arch- 
bishop Hughes faced the rioters, 
addressed them as friends, and 
invited them to go back home 
peacefully, and all was ended. 
This, after the most fiendish 
manifestations of hate, seen in 
the burning of the Colored 
Orphan Asylum and the tram- 
pling out of the lives of helpless 
children in their mad fury. We 
will not recount the bloody deed, 
though in the terrible treatment 
of John A. Kennedy and the 
murder of Col. O’Brien and his 
mutilation, we are reminded of 
the horrid barbarities inflicted 
upon Coligny in Paris, which 
shows that the spirit of Roman 








Catholicism is unchanged. 
HIERARCHICAL PERFIDY 


The treachery of Archbishop 
Hughes furnishes a terrible count 
in this indictment against Rome. 

“IT have,” said Abraham 
Lincoln to Father Chiniquy, “the 
proof that Archbishop Hughes, 
whom I had sent to Rome that he 
might induce the Pope to urge the 
Roman Catholics of the North at 
least to be true to their oaths of 
allegiance, and whom I thanked 
publicly when under the impres- 
sion that he had acted honestly, 
according to the promise he had 
given me, is the very man who 
advised the Pope to recognize the 
legitimacy of the Southern Con- 
federacy, and put the weight of 
his tiara in the balance against 
us and in favor of our enemies.

Roman Catholic priests are 
aiming at the destruction of our 
schools, to raise themselves upon 
their ruins.

Scarlet 
Woman 


“Aw I SAW the woman 
drunk with the blood of the saints, 
and with the blood of the martyrs 
of Jesus.” (Apocalypse 17: 6) 


Because this exactly describes 
the persecuting and, where and 
when she has the power, ex- 
terminating spirit of the Roman 
Church as revealed by history, 
we identify the Roman Catholic 
Church as the “Purple and Scar- 
let Woman.” The Biblical figure 
is that of an intoxicated woman 
who is maddened into a rage by 
the antagonism of those who pro- 
test against her sins, and who 
drinks with thirsty lips the blood 
of Christ’s witnesses, as savages 
inflame their brutal passions by 
drinking the blood of their 
enemies. 

The fiendish hilarity with 
which the Roman Church wel- 
comes the view of the torture and 
death of human beings whose 
only offense is a humble and faith- 
ful confession of Christ as Lord 
and Saviour, has been frequently 
exhibited. 


Many volumes record the tor- 
menting cruelties of the Inquisi- 
tion, but that no one may charge 
us with exaggeration, we quote 
a short extraction from a Roman 
periodical entitled La Bandera 
Catholica [The Catholic Banner] 
printed in Barcelona some years 
ago, in which, after rejoicing over 
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The apocalyptic visions of John, recorded in the “Revela- 


tion of Jesus Christ,” 


contain some terrible indictments of 


a religious power that was to arise and flourish between 
the first and second advents of Christ and was to consort 
with the nations of earth and traffic in the souls of men. 
Among the various descriptions given by inspiration is 


the picture of the woman arrayed in purple and scarlet, 
with a name written on her forehead: Mystery, Babylon 
the Great, the mother of harlots and abominations of the 


earth. 


the burning of a large number of 
Bibles, it proceeds to say: 


“The re-establishment of the 
Holy Tribunal of the Inquisition 
must soon take place. Its reign 
will be more glorious and fruitful 
in results than in the past, and 
the number of those who will be 
called upon to suffer under it 
will exceed the number of the 
past. [The entire number of vic- 
tims in Spain is given as 
347,704] ... “Our Roman Catho- 
lic heart overflows with faith and 
enthusiasm, and the immense joy 
which we experience as we begin 
to reap the fruit of our present 
campaign exceeds all imagination. 
What a day of pleasure will that 
be for us when we see freemasons, 
spiritualists, freethinkers, and 
anti-clericals writhing in the 
flames of the Inquisition.” 


THE MEANS OF MARTYRDOM 


The Roman Church is still in 
a delirium of drunken joy, feast- 
ing in imagination upon the 
agonies and blood of our Chris- 
tian brethren in the past, and 
upon ours in the future. But how 
are these whom Christ loves 
called to suffer? These kinds of 
torture were generally used—the 
pulley, the rack, and fire, the hall 
of torture being situated under- 
ground in order that the cries of 
the victims might not be heard 


in the other parts of the building. 
One of the historians of the In- 
quisition thus describes these tor- 
tures: 


“The first torture was inflicted 
by suspending a pulley from the 
roof of the hall, with a strong 
rope passed through it. The execu- 
tioners put shackles on the feet 
of the victim and _ suspended 
heavy weights from them. His 
hands were then bound behind 
his back and the rope from the 
pulley securely fastened to his 
wrists. In this position he was 
raised from the ground, and, if 
he still refused to confess, was 
flogged while suspended. He was 
then allowed to fall suddenly, but 
in such a manner that neither his 
feet nor the weights touched the 
ground, in order to render the 
shock to the body greater. 


“The torture of the rack was 
inflicted by stretching the victim 
on his back along a wooden horse 
or hollow bench, with sticks 
across like a ladder. To this his 
head, hands and feet were bound 
in such a manner as to leave 
no room to move. The horse or 
bench was then moved, literally 
racking his limbs with pain; and 
while in this position, water was 
slowly dropped into his mouth on 
a piece of ribbon, which glided 
down his throat and produced all 
the sensations of drowning. 
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“In the torture by fire, the 
prisoner was placed naked in the 
stocks; the soles of his feet were 
greased with lard and placed on 
hot irons where they were per- 
fectly fried.” 

The death by water is thus 
described: “The victim was tied 
in a sitting pos‘*:re on a stone, 
his arms were »ound behind his 
back; over his face was placed 
an iron mask, which was opened 
only once a day, when a Domini- 
can friar gave him his allowance 
of bread and water. From above 
a drop of water, a single drop, 
fell constantly on his head, and 
always on the same spot, for the 
head was so secured with an iron 
chain and ring that he could not 
move it. 

“After a few days the hair 
was worn away from the spot on 
which the unceasing drop fell; 
after a few weeks the skin was 
macerated. Day after day, week 
after week, month after month, 
and in some few instances, year 
after year, the drop continued to 
fall, until at last the skull was 
perforated; and then the first 
drop that touched the exposed 
brain was the charitable drop 
which released the poor victim 
from the hands of the so-called 
‘priests of Christ.’ ” 

The Rev. Dr. Geddes, who was 
many years a Roman Catholic 
priest and died a priest of Rome, 
yet opposing the crimes of the 
Roman Church, for which he was 
persecuted by his own church, 
witnessed at Lisbon the auto-da-fe 
(act of faith), or the burning of 
heretics, by order of the judges 
of the Inquisition. 


Dr. Geddes tells us that the 
church is afraid to burn heretics 
directly, but hands them over to 
the secular authorities who light 
the fires which roast alive, and 
as a hypocritical farce it at- 
tempts to hide its cruelty by going 
through the form of asking the 
secular arm and court to moder- 
ate its sentence. 

Dr. Geddes well says: “‘His- 
tory cannot yield a parallel in- 
stance of such gross and palpable 
mockery both of God and man as 
this request to the civil magis- 
trates not to put the prisoner to 
death. ... The fact is, there is an 
old ecclesiastical order which for- 
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bids the clergy from having any 
hand in the blood of any person, 
and by this miserable sophistry 
they profess to obey the letter of 
the order, while they glut their 
vengeance by infringing its 
spirit.” 

So speaks an honest Roman 
priest, to whom let all honor be 
given. 

But hear Dr. Geddes further 
as to what he witnessed at Lis- 
bon. He says: “The people of Lis- 
bon of both sexes, as indeed 
everywhere else, regard these vic- 
tims expiring slowly in the 
agonies of fire and screaming con- 
tinually for mercy in the name 
of God, with transports of hellish 
joy.” 

Who else besides the Roman 
Catholic Church can be “the wo- 
man drunk with the blood of the 
saints and with the blood of the 
martyrs of Jesus’? 


VICTIMS OF HATRED 


Perhaps the most conspicuous 
instance of Rome’s bloodthirsty 
hatred of God’s children is found 
in the history of the Vaudois or 
Waldenses. From the lips of a 
professor in their college in Pied- 
mont came the exposition of how, 
in the third century, they were 





death by the Roman Catholic 
Church of Europe, and it is said 
that during her existence she has 
persecuted and slain of those who 
differed from her in creed and 
cult at least fifty millions of per- 
sons. 

“Drunk with the blood of 
martyrs’—yes, and thus intoxi- 
cated with cruel joy. 

“When heretics are burnt,” 
says Pareus, “Papists play at 
frolicsome games, celebrate feasts 
and banquets, sing Te Deum 
Laudamus, and wish one another 
joy.” 

Ask history to tell you of the 
murder of Christian heroes like 
John Huss, Jerome of Prague, 
Savonarola, Palasario, and thou- 
sands of others “of whom the 
world was not worthy.” 

With what joy of vengeful 
triumph has the Roman Church 
slaughtered the Lollards, Pauli- 
cians, Albigenses, Waldenses, Bo- 
hemians, Huguenots, and the fol- 
lowers of the martyred prince of 
Orange. 

“Drunk”—no other word is so 
descriptive. “Drunk with the 
blood of the saints and with the 
blood of the martyrs of Jesus.” 
What a strange thing that this 
ecclesiastical woman should robe 





driven from Southern Italy by the 
persecutions of Pagan Rome and 
found refuge in the valleys of 
Piedmont, and that after this 
under Papal Rome, for at last 
six centuries, the poor Vaudois, 
for no other crime than that of 
loving the Lord Jesus, were burnt 
to death, killed with the sword, 
their bodies bent into balls and 
rolled down the rocks, or else 
flayed alive. The Waldenses have 
been much more severely perse- 
cuted by Papal Rome than by 
Pagan Rome. 

History asserts that from 
1540 to 1570 at least nine hundred 
thousand Protestants were put to 





herself in garments of ‘“‘purple 
and scarlet”—yet what is more 
nearly allied as effect to cause 
than that she who spills the blood 
of the innocent should have her 
clothing dyed scarlet. 


BLIND LEADERS OF THE BLIND 


Thus far in our discussion it 
is plain to see that our contention 
is not with individual Roman 
Catholics who are honest and de- 
vout, whose minds are befogged 
with the prejudice of early educa- 
tion, and who are ignorant of the 
blessed pure gospel of God’s full 
and free grace in Jesus Christ. 

Our contention is with the 
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apostate church which has 
wickedly grown blind by shutting 
its eyes to the light, and then as 
wickedly blinds the eyes of its 
adherents, so that we have the 
sorry spectacle of blind leaders 
wooing their blind followers “into 
the ditch” of the “‘bottomless pit.” 
This sight arouses our righteous 
protest against the Papal Church, 
and at the same time causes our 
pity to flow towards its members, 
constraining us to seek the en- 
lightenment of both priests and 
people that all may be delivered 
from deadly delusions. 

Our contention is alone with 
the Papal Church. By Papal 
Church we refer to that which 
Dr. McGlynn aptly calls the “Ro- 
man Machine”—the huge politico- 
religious spider web which, begin- 
ning at Rome, extends its evil net 
over the nations to the rule and 
ruin of their populations. We do 
not deny that there are some 
Christian truths mingled with 
many gross and highly dangerous 
errors in the teachings of the Pa- 
pal Church. We do not deny but 
gladly assent to the existence in 
that church of earnest and devout 
seekers of the Lord Jesus. But 
they all without exception are 
those who, in accordance with the 
light given to them, do within 
that church as truly protest 
against the wickedness of Rome 
as do their bolder brethren out- 
side the pale of the Purple and 
Scarlet Woman. 


In addition to seven times 
the “seven thousand” of “hidden 
ones” who in this apostate Israel 
“have not bowed the knee to the 
image of Baal,” there are others 
of greater knowledge and courage 
who have withstood the Papal 
hierarchy unto persecution, suf- 
fering and loss. Among these are 
Catherine of Siena, Savonarola, 
Jansenius, the Arnaulds, the 
Pascals, Madame Guyon, Fenelon, 
Brother Lawrence and scores of 
others who exposed the wicked 
cruelties of the Inquisition, yet 
are truly Catholic, not Roman in 
spirit, although in name classed 
with the Roman Catholics.

The literal transla- 
tion of the Hebrew word for idols 
in the Bible is “‘idol-blocks or doll- 
images.” 


God is not an idle, unemotion- 
al spectator of the wicked cun- 
ning of the devil and the sinful 
folly of man. Truly He has ceased 
to love man with the love of ap- 
proval, and yet now is God’s op- 
portunity to indulge His compas- 
sion for a _ ruined, lost and 
helpless race. 


He at once enters into pro- 
longed contention with Satan, the 
flesh and the world, the wicked 
trio striving to prevent the sin- 
ner’s return to God and God’s 
personal revelation to the penitent 
sinner as a loving Father and 
Saviour. The history of this con- 
test is sacred history, the history 
of the Church of our Lord Jesus 
Christ throughout all ages. 
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THE GREAT APOSTASY 


The malignant eyes of the “old 
serpent” beheld the great grace 
and glory resting upon the 
Church of Christ and without 
delay sought to spot with purple 
and scarlet her white robes. 

The birth of the Church of 
Rome took place when unregen- 
erated ecclesiastical leaders vested 
themselves with special powers 
and regal splendor and, in order 
to retain their power and enslave 
their following, replaced the hope 
of the gospel with the bondage of 
fear.

Paul, in II Thessalonians 2:3- 
10, describes ‘“‘the man of sin” 
and “son of perdition, who op- 
poseth, and is lifted up above all 
that is called God, or that is wor- 
shiped, so that he sitteth in the 
temple of God, showing himself 
as if he were God.” 

From the proof already 
furnished the reader will see this 
to be a description of the Papal 
system. In the passage cited this 
antichristian power is spoken of 
as “the mystery of iniquity.” But 
what should stagger those who 
are deluded with the satanic con- 
ceit of the endless betterment of 
the church, is the language of 
verse seven: “For the mystery

Before the close of the first 
century the “sharp two-edged 
sword” in the mouth of Christ 
smote five of the seven churches 
in Asia for their sins. Christ 
further declared of the church 
at Laodicea His readiness to spue 
it out of His mouth for its luke- 
warmness toward Him. 

What hope then remains for 
the Roman Church? With her 
unscriptural practices and world- 
ly power she has almost com- 
pletely alienated herself from 
Christ and His teachings. How 
can she presume to be judged less 
severely for her sins? What hope 
does she offer to her adherents? 
What knowledge, what assurance 
of life and eternity can her fol- 
lowers find in her? 

But there is still hope for those 
who will listen to the admonition 
of the Word of God: “Come out 
of her, my people, that ye be not 
partakers of her sins, and that ye 
receive not of her plagues.” (Rev. 
18:4) 

Christ our Lord, said, “I am 
the way, the truth, and the life: 
no man cometh unto the Father 
but by me.” (John 14:6) The ap- 
pointed time of the return of 
Christ is nearing. Christ is calling 
you now to accept Him by faith, 
to abide with Him, to reign with 
Him. Come out of the Roman 
Church and be saved, “looking 
unto Jesus the author and finish- 
er of our faith.” (Heb. 12:2) 





Is it true that Mexican Roman 
Catholics are allowed to eat meat 
even on Fridays? 


Yes. A special dispensation 
has been granted by Pope Pius 
XII permitting the Mexican Ro- 
man Catholics to eat meat on 
most of the Fridays of the year. 
Under the dispensation, which 
is valid for three years, Mexican 
Roman Catholics will be bound 
to abstain from meat and the by- 
products of meat only during the 
Fridays of Lent, Ash Wednesday, 
and the vigils of the Assumption 
and of Christmas. This is merely 
an extension or renewal of the 
famous Papal Indult of the six- 
teenth century, once given as a 
reward for the work of the In- 
quisition, which allowed Roman 
Catholics in Spain and its posses- 
sions to eat meat on Friday and 
other days appointed by the Pope. 

The dispensations prove the 
arbitrary nature of the laws of 
abstinence, which certainly have 
no Scriptural basis. 


Is it true that there are different 
kinds of Roman Catholic Masses ? 
If so, what are they and what is 
their purpose? 


From day to day, the Ro- 
man Catholic Mass differs in the 
ceremonies used and in some 
parts of its phraseology. These 
differences are determined by the 
rank of the celebrant, or by the 
intention for which it is said, or 
by the feast which is being com- 
memorated. The principal kinds 
of Masses are the following: 


a. A Solemn Mass (Missa 
Solemnis) is performed with the 
assistance of a deacon and a sub- 
deacon, incense and music. 
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b. A High Mass (Missa Can- 
tata) is sung or chanted by one 
priest without the help of a dea- 
con or subdeacon. 

c. A Low Mass is one in 
which the priest reads the words 
throughout, and it is celebrated 
without music of any kind. 

d. A Papal Mass is a Solemn 
Mass performed by the Pope. 

e. A Pontifical Mass is a 
Solemn Mass celebrated by a Ro- 
man Catholic bishop. 

f. A Capitular Mass is the 
High Mass celebrated on Sundays 
and holydays in churches in Ro- 
man Catholic countries that have 
a Chapter (Capitulum) or a body 
of Canons. Canons are priests 
whose chief duty is to recite daily 
in chorus the Roman Catholic 
Divine Office. 

g. A Conventual Mass is the 


daily mass celebrated in the 
presence of the Chapter of 
Canons. 


h. A Parochial Mass is the 
principal mass celebrated on Sun- 
days and holydays of obligation 
for the benefit of the Roman 
Catholics of a particular parish 
church. It may be a Solemn Mass, 
a High Mass, or a Low Mass. 

i. A Requiem Mass is cele- 
brated, in black vestments, for 
the dead. It may be a Solemn 
Mass, a High Mass, or a Low 
Mass, and its wording differs ac- 
cording to the occasion or inten- 
tion for which it is said. 

j. A Manual Mass (Missa 
Adventitia—“A Chance” Mass or 
Manualis, one which “comes to 
hand’’) is said for the intention of 
the person who paid the fixed 
stipend which is required. This 
particular mass is commonly said 
by the priests and constitutes one 
of their main sources of revenue. 





k. A Votive Mass is one that 
is said at the choice of, or on 
account of, a vow made by the 
priest and does not coincide with 
the prescribed office of the day. 
It may be a Solemn Mass, a High 
Mass or a Low Mass. 

]. A Nuptial Mass is one cele- 
brated for a newly married 
couple. It could be performed as 
a Solemn Mass, a High Mass, or 
2 Low Mass. 

m. Mass of Presanctification 
is celebrated on Good Friday of 
Holy Week. In reality, it is not 
a mass at all, but the Roman 
Church labels it as such. 

n. A Legal or Funded Mass 
is said for a special intention in 
virtue of a legacy or a founda- 
tion. 


In scanning the newspapers, I often 
notice various titles used before the 
names of Roman Catholic digni- 
taries. Could you list for us the 
various titles that Catholics employ 
when addressing their church offi- 
cers? 


Generally speaking, there 
are two sets of titles—the formal, 
which are used in letters, ad- 
dresses, or sermons, and the in- 
formal, which are adopted in fa- 
miliar conversation. Thus, the for- 
mal title of a Roman Catholic sub- 
deacon or deacon is “The Rever- 
end ” or “Reverend Sir’; 
the informal title, ‘““Mister 
or “Sir.” The different titles for 
a priest, whether secular or regu- 
lar, are: “The Reverend = 
“Reverend Father,” ‘Father — 
—,’ “Father,” “Reverend Mis- 
ter,” “Reverend Sir,” and “Your 
Reverence.”’ 


All monsignors have the in- 
formal title of “Monsignor,”’ but 
the formal titles differ widely, 
“Very Reverend Monsignor” for 
a papal chamberlain, “Right Rev- 
erend Monsignor” for a domestic 
prelate or for a_ protonotary 
apostolic, and “Most Reverend 
Excellency” for all monsignors 
who are members of the Roman 
Curia. (Acta Apostolicae Sedis, 
1931, p. 22) 

In conversation, a bishop or 
archbishop is addressed as “Your 
Excellency,” “Bishop,” or “Arch- 
bishop.” The formal title of a 
bishop or archbishop is “Your 
Most Reverend Excellency.” 
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The informal designation of 
a cardinal is “Your Eminence”; 
the formal, ‘““Most Honored, Emi- 
nent and Reverend Lord” or 
“Most Eminent Lord Cardinal.” 
Whether in private conversation 
or on formal occasions, the Pope 
is addressed “Your Holiness,” 
“Most Holy Father,” or ‘Your 
Beatitude.” 


What does the term “publication 
of the marriage banns”’ in the Ro- 
man Catholic Church signify? 


The “publication of the 
marriage banns” is an expression 
used in reference to the Roman 
Catholic custom of making public 
announcement of the intention of 
two Roman Catholic individuals 
to marry; it allows any one who 
is aware of an impediment to re- 
veal it to the proper church au- 
thorities and thus prevent the 
celebration of an illicit or invalid 
marriage in the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Usually, three publications, on 
different Sundays or holydays, 
are made before a large gather- 
ing of people in a church or pub- 
lic oratory, and, unless for serious 
reasons, a marriage is allowed to 
take place in the Roman Church 
only after a period of three days 
following the last publication. 

If the subjects are of two 
different parishes, the banns must 
be published in each locality. The 
Roman Catholic Church never 
permits the publication of banns 
of the approaching marriage of 
a couple of mixed religion; in 
fact, the latter marriages must 
be performed before a Roman 
Catholic priest as privately as 
possible. 


How does the Roman Church re- 
gard the marriage of a Roman 
Catholic performed before a justice 
of the peace or a judge? Does the 
Roman Catholic suffer any penalty 
by entering into the marriage bond 
in this manner ? 


The Roman Catholic 
Church considers the marriage of 
a Roman Catholic before a justice 
of the peace or a judge as an 
“attempted marriage,’ and thus 
null and void, because Roman 
Catholic Canon Law demands the 
presence of a Roman Catholic 
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priest and two Roman Catholic 
witnesses. This decision merely 
coincides with the rule laid down 
by the ‘““Ne Temere’” decree issued 
by Pius X in 1908. 

In addition, the Roman 
Church accuses the Roman Catho- 
lic who contracts such a marriage 
of committing a mortal sin. He 
is declared infamous by law and 
thus a public sinner, to whom the 
Sacraments, Roman Catholic 
funeral and burial services, and 
burial in a blessed plot in a Ro- 
man Catholic cemetery must be 
denied. As long as he is contu- 
macious, the Roman Catholic is 
informed by the priest that he is 
living a life in the continuous 
state of mortal sin and must face 
perdition in the eternal fires of 
hell. 


What must the Roman Catholic, 
who was married before a justice 
of the peace or a judge, do before 
he can receive the Roman Catholic 
Sacraments again and thus be re- 
stored to the good graces of his 
church ? 


He must either get both 
a formal decree of divorce from 
the civil court and a decree of nul- 
lity from the matrimonial court 
of his diocese, or have the mar- 
riage revalidated by a priest. If 
the Roman Catholic subject were 
to reject either one or both of 
these choices, and continue to live 
together with the other partner 
of such a marriage, the parish 
priest, by means of a dispensa- 
tion called ‘‘Sanatio in radice,” 
could validate his marriage in 
the Roman Church either with 
or without his knowledge and 
consent. 


What is meant by “contemplative 
orders” of the Roman Church? 


The members of some Ro- 
man Catholic religious orders 
are called “contemplatives” be- 
cause they are supposed to spend 
their whole lives in prayer and 
contemplation. The day and part 
of the night are devoted to the 
chanting of the breviary, hearing 


Mass, and to manual labor. These 
Roman Catholic “religious” prac- 
tice penance, fasts and abstinence 
and other austerities not recom- 
mended by the Holy Scriptures, 
and they seldom speak because 
bound by a vow of silence. 

Among the Roman Catholic 
contemplative communities for 
men in the United States are the 
Cistercians and the Trappists; for 
women, the Dominican nuns of 
the Perpetual Rosary, the Sister 
Adorers of the Precious Blood, 
the Discalced Carmelites, and the 
Poor Clares. 

This Roman Catholic monas- 
tic way of life takes its terrible 
yearly toll. Of the original en- 
trants, at least fifty percent end 
their lives either broken in mind 
and body or with an early death. 


Were the Last Rites (or Extreme 
Unction) as practiced in the Ro- 
man Church instituted by Christ? 


No. The Last Rites were 
not instituted by Christ. The 
theologians of the Church of 
Rome use James 5:14, 15 to prove 
the existence of the Sacrament of 
Extreme Unction. They maintain 
that Christ instituted Extreme 
Unction as a Sacrament and 
James merely promulgated it 
with these words: “Is any sick 
among you? let him call for the 
elders of the church; and let them 
pray over him, anointing him 
with oil in the name of the Lord: 
and the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up; and if he have committed 
sins, they shall be forgiven him.” 

What James enjoins is no 
more nor less a sacrament than 
any act of healing by Jesus, or 
by others in His name, with which 
the New Testament has made us 
familiar. In the early part of the 
fifth century, Pope Innocent I 
described the Last Rites or 
anointing as a “kind of sacra- 
ment.” The first theologian to in- 
clude Extreme Unction among the 
sacraments was Peter Lombard 
in the twelfth century, and Hugh 
of St. Victor in the thirteenth 
century calls it a sacrament. We 
see, then, that the sacrament of 
Last Rites as practiced in the 
Roman Church is a human inven- 
tion.

School Bus Controversy 


Dear friend: ... Last winter... 
due to protestations the Augusta 
(Maine) City Government re- 
fused to appropriate tax money 
to furnish bus transportation for 
children attending parochial 
schools. In the face of heavy pres- 
sures, however—both threats of 
economic reprisals and the pres- 
ence of a well-organized group 
numbering hundreds, a_ spokes- 
man for whom declared they were 
“tired of being pushed around,” 
and the further threat that all 
parochial students would sudden- 
ly be enrolled in the public schoois 
if this aid were not forthcoming

—it was finally agreed to pass a 
token amount of appropriation 
($100) “to extend school bus 
service to the parochial schools” 
as a test case, with the under- 
standing that a group of us would 
contest the action to get a court 
ruling as to its legality. 

We, therefore, formed the 
Augusta Taxpayers Association. 
Under this name we obtained 
legal counsel, and had prepared 
and signed the proper petition to 
restrain the City from carrying 
out such action, and proceeded to 
raise the necessary money to fight 
the case. 

In April (1957) a hearing was 
held in Superior Court before 
Justice Harold C. Marden. In due 
course a Temporary Injunction 
resulted, followed later in the 
summer by a Permanent Injunc- 
tion, prohibiting expenditure of 
school funds for bus service for 
parochial schools by reason of 
illegal use of such funds. 

But apparently this was still 
not enough. The lawyer for the 
“parochial” side stated that the 
order that had been tried was not 
fair in that it did not state the 
issue clearly enough for the judge 
to make an adequate decision. 
Consequently, he prepared a new 
“order” inserting a health, safety 
and welfare clause and the money 
to come not from the regular 
budget for education, but from 
the contingency fund. The 
pressure was on again! 

Members of City Government 
came to the conclusion that unless 
it voted so as to let this propo- 
nent-prepared order also have its 
court test, there would be con- 
tinuing pressure and a rift in 
community relations until a simi- 
larly prepared order was carried 
to court. For this reason, the 
majority voted to adopt this 
second order, and again under 
the assumption that someone in 
the city would undertake the test 








case. We, again, undertook this 
task. 

The hearing on this order was 
held in Superior Court before 
Justice Harold C. Marden just 
last week. We are now looking 
forward to his decision, which 
will be forthcoming about the 
first of March (1958). Whichever 
way it goes, the issue will be 
brought before the Supreme 
Court of Maine. Both sides have 
said they would appeal in case 
of adverse opinion. 

That’s where the matter rests 
at the present time except for the 
fact that we are busy making 
the necessary preparations to 
carry this to the Supreme Court. 
The burden has been heavy both 
in time consumed and on finan- 
cial resources. We have depended 
entirely on voluntary contribu- 
tions... 

There is so much more that 
I would like to tell you about this 
(stones through the parsonage 
windows; church steps smeared 
with paint; our oldest boy beaten 
up twice by a gang of boys, etc.). 
All of that—and more—we have 
endured without recrimination 
of any kind except to keep on 
stating our position and waging 
the “battle.’ We believe in our 
position. We believe in the public 
school system. We believe in the 
American way of life.

Voter Questions 
Catholic Candidate 


e The following exchange of cor- 
respondence between one of our 
readers and Senator Kennedy was 
deemed of sufficient import to 
print in full. It is hoped that more 
of our readers will be stimulated 
to write to their public represen- 
tatives about these vital current 
issues. 


Senator John F. Kennedy, 

etc. 

Honored Sir: Your purpose to 
seek presidential nomination on 
the Democratic ticket has received 
much publicity in the newspapers, 
and reference in some news items 
has been made to the attitude of 
Protestants. 

Protestants, generally, have not 
the least objection to having a 
Roman Catholic merely as such 
as president of the United States, 
but they do fear, with definite and 
valid reason, that any Roman 
Catholic elected to high office will 
make use of his position to 
advance the interests of the 
church of which he is a member, 
and that a Roman Catholic will, 
if president of the United States, 
give undue recognition to his own 
church, for example, by appoint- 
ing an ambassador to the Vatican, 
endeavoring to have public funds 
allocatéd to Roman _ Catholic 
schools, packing public offices with 
Roman Catholic appointees, etc., 
etc., and in other ways yield to 
papal pressure applied directly 
through directives or indirectly 
through the hierarchy in the 
United States. 

One very valid reason for this 
fear referred to above is the fact 
that, not so very long ago, news- 
prints carried an item concerning 
“a directive of the Pope to 
American Catholic judges which 
makes it clear that in any 
involving an interest of 
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the Roman Church the judge 
is under moral compulsion, as a 
Catholic, to rule in the church’s 
favor.” 

Are you willing to state, with- 
out any equivocation or mental 
reservation, that, if elected to the 
high office of President of the 
United States, you will not, while 
in that office, yield to any papal 
directive or any pressure from 
the hierarchy to give special 
recognition to the Roman Catho- 
lic Church, or in any way whatso- 
ever use your authority and in- 
fluence as President to advance 
the interests of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church? 

Ordinarily, it is accepted that 
a man’s religious convictions and 
practice are matters of his own 
private concern. However, when 
a man seeks to be nominated and 
elected for public office and is a 
member of a church whose head 
claims to be the representative 
of God on earth with power and 
authority to demand obedience to 
his directives, even when sent to 
public officials in another land, 
his religious convictions and in- 
tentions become immediately a 
matter of public concern. 

No man has the right to solicit 
votes for election to the office of 
President of the United States 
unless he is ready and willing to 
answer, fully and honestly, ques- 
tions of voters as to what his at- 
titude will be toward matters of 
deepest concern to them.

Dear Mr. Murray: I want to 
thank you for having written to 
me recently in such a frank man- 
ner on the question of the com- 
patibility of adherence to the Ro- 
man Catholic religion and faith- 
ful, unreserved fulfillment of the 
duties of public office in the 
United States. I recognize that 
you have written out of sincere 
conviction and accept your views 
in that same spirit. 

While I understand that there 
are many in this country who for 
one reason or another have reser- 
vations about the desirability of 
placing Catholics in important 
political offices, I do not believe 
that these reservations are 
warranted. As I have said public- 


ly on a number of occasions, I can 
without any reservation whatever 
say that I perceive no situation 
where a conflict could arise be- 
tween my personal beliefs and a 
proper execution of my public 
responsibility under our Constitu- 
tion. I believe that it is absolutely 
essential in this connection to 
recognize that the authority of 
the Catholic Church does not ex- 
tend into the sphere of secular 
affairs. Therefore, as a_ public 
official, I act according to my own 
conscience and on the basis of my 
own judgment without reference 
to any other authority. As a 
public official I have no obligation 
to any private institution, reli- 
gious or otherwise. My obligation 
is to the good of all. 

Other than to restate these 
principles which have and will 
continue to guide me in my public 
life, there is little else that I can 
say except to point out that what 
was common or acceptable in an- 
other century is uncommon today. 
What may be true of one country 
need not be true of another. The 
viewpoints of men who lived in 
other times most often are not 
valid under different historical 
circumstances. We live in a liber- 
al, democratic society which em- 
braces wide varieties of belief and 
disbelief. There is no doubt in my 
mind that the pluralistic society 
which has developed under our 
Constitution, providing as it does 
a framework within which di- 
verse opinions can exist side by 
side and by their interaction en- 
rich the whole, is the most ideal 
system yet devised by man. I can- 
not conceive of a set of circum- 
stances which would lead me to a 
different conclusion. 

Again I wish to thank you for 
having written to me and I trust 
that this letter will help clarify 
my position on this important 
subject.

Honored Sir: There are 
several statements in your reply 
that should be noted. When you 
stated, “I believe that it is ab- 
solutely essential in this connec- 
tion to recognize that the authori- 
ty of the Catholic Church does not 
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extend into the sphere of secular 
affairs,” you ignored the fact, 
which I wrote, that not long ago 
newsprints referred to a direc- 
tive from the Pope sent to Roman 
Catholic judges in the United 
States, stating “that in any case 
involving an interest of the Ro- 
man Church the judge is under 
moral compulsion, as a Catholic, 
to rule in the church’s favor.” It 
may be that you consider such 
matters spiritual and not secular. 
Protestants consider the work of 
judges secular and devoutly ob- 
ject to any attempt on the part 
of anyone outside our nation to 
influence them in their decisions. 

You stated, “I perceive no situ- 
ation where a conflict would arise 
between my personal religious be- 
liefs and a proper execution of 
my public responsibility under 
our Constitution.” It is very 
simple and easy to grant that a 
Roman Catholic president might 
have no sense of conflict whatever 
if he should decide that it was 
“a proper execution of his public 
responsibility under our Constitu- 
tion” to appoint an ambassador 
to the Vatican, thereby according 
the Roman Church recognition 
not given to, or sought by, any 
other church; or to give priority 
to Roman Catholics when making 
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appointments to important public 
offices; or to press for the alloca- 
tion of public funds for the sup- 
port of Roman Catholic schools. 
Presumably, you felt no “con- 
flict” when you voted to allocate 
public funds for buses to carry 
children to Roman _ Catholic 
schools. 


It is worth pointing out that, 
whether because of Vatican 
directives, or whether because of 
pressure from the hierarchy in 
the United States, or whether 
from inner convictions of individ- 
ual Roman Catholics, incidents 
have occurred which arouse deep- 
est concern among non-Catholics. 
A few years ago, in Dixon, New 
Mexico, Roman Catholics took 
over the public schools and had 
nuns, in veils, established as 
teachers. These nuns required all 
children, including non-Catholics, 
to study the Roman Catholic cate- 
chism as a part of their daily 
lessons in school. It was only after 
a costly and bitter court battle 
that this extremely unfair prac- 
tice was stopped. 

In the College Hill suburb of 
Cincinnati, taking advantage of 
Protestant tolerance, Roman 
Catholics, though in the minority, 
secured the election of Roman 
Catholics to the school board, thus 
gaining a majority on the board. 
The Roman Catholics then de- 
manded of the superintendent 
that Roman Catholic teachers be 
elected. When he replied that he 
would have teachers appointed on 
the basis of competence and fit- 
ness, not on the basis of religious 
faith, the board fired him and 
elected another superintendent. 
Protestants, now thoroughly 
awakened, changed the situation 
at the next election. 


Stories of recent happenings 
such as these would fill volumes. 
It is not bigotry, but justified 
fear, that makes Protestants 
reluctant to vote for the election 
of a Roman Catholic to a high 
political office. 

The following statement is 
from a pamphlet entitled, ‘“Free- 
dom of Worship—the Catholic 
Position,” by Francis J. Connell, 
published by the Paulist Press, 
and carrying the Imprimatur of 
Francis J. Spellman, Archbishop 
of New York, now Cardinal Spell- 








man: “They (the Roman Catho- 
lics) believe that the Catholic 
Church is the only organization 
authorized by God to teach reli- 
gious truth and to conduct public 
religious worship. Consequently, 
they hold that any creed which 
differs from that of the Catholic 
Church is erroneous, and that any 
organization which is separated 
from the Catholic Church lacks 
the approval and authorization 
of God ... From this it follows 
that, as far as God’s law is con- 
cerned, no one has a real right 
to accept any religion save the 
Catholic religion, or to be a mem- 
ber of any church save the Catho- 
lic Church, or to practice any 
form of divine worship save that 
commanded or sanctioned by the 
Catholic Church . . . Such then is 
the first Catholic principle rele- 
vant to religious liberty—that 
man has not an unqualified right 
to practice any religion he may 
choose .. . Neither does it oblige 
others to allow him the unrestrict- 
ed practice of his religious be- 
liefs.”’ 

In accord with that closing 
statement, in countries of today, 
wherever the Roman Church 
secures power, the attempt is 
made, not merely to convert non- 
Catholics, but to restrain them 
and throttle them. If I were in 
Spain with my mother when she 
died, I would be denied the right 
to hold a simple, quiet Protestant 
burial service for her, with my 
friends in attendance. Is it a 
wonder that non-Catholics are 
extremely concerned about the 
election of a Roman Catholic to 
the office in which his power and 
authority will be great? They 
are prompted by justified fear, 
not by bigotry. 


I do not doubt your sincerity 
when you state that “what was 
common or acceptable in another 
century is uncommon today,” but 
the practice of Roman Catholics 
cited above and the authoritative 
statement of Francis J. Connell 
are matters of this present day. 
As long as such practices continue 
and such pamphlets are issued as 
the real teaching of the Roman 
Church, most Protestants. will 
doubt the wisdom of electing a 
Roman Catholic to high office.
